‘Dacea), 1 at Bhairab Bazar (Mi) mca 1 at Madaripur (Faridpur), 4 at 
halakati (Bakarganj) and 1 at Chandpur (Tippera). One gola at Narainganj 
was cloged during the year, Two private licenséd warehouses wore opened 
during the year in Chittagong to accommodate the salt removed from one 
compartment of the new golas where water accumulated. The quantity of 
salt despatched to the 8 inland warehouses from shipboard and golas in the 
ports of Calcutta and Chittagong was 3,91,336 maunds against 6.34,195 maunds 
in the providus year showing a decrease of 38°2 por cent.

Summary—During the week under report heavy rain Tell in parts of the Bakar- 
ganj and Chittagong districts. The fall was light to moderate elsewhere, More rain 
is wanted in most of the western districts and in some of the eastern districts also 
for the transplantation of winter rice and for the steeping and washing of jute. Haryest- 
ing of aus pad@y and jpte is in progress throughout the Province. The transplanting of 
winter rice is being delayed,in some districts owing to the insufliciency of rainfall. 
Damage, to standing crops by insect-pests is reported from parts of the Nadia, Jessore, 
Khulna and Birbhum districts and scarcigy of fodder is reported from parts of the 
Mymensingh and Tippera districts.

First Forecast of the Cotton Crops of Bengal, 1915-16. 
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Character of the season.—Early cotton is grown in the districts of 
Bankura, Midnapore, Mymensingh, the Chittagong Hill Tracts and in the 
State of Hill Tippera, and late cotton in the districts of Bankura and Midna- 
pore only. ‘The condition of the early crop in all the districts is reported to 
be fairly good excepting in Midnapore, whore the condition of both varieties 
of the crop is reported to be unsatisfactory owing to want of timely rain. In 
Bankura the late crop has not been sown yet. 

Area sown.—The area sown with early cotton is reported to be 85,698 
acres, against the estimate of 89,460 acres reported at the corresponding date 
of last: yeur and against the estimate of 89,477 acres of last year, now 
revised, owing to inclusion of 17 acres for Mymensingh for the first time. 

Of the late crop 700 acres have been sown up to date, against 500 acres 
reported at the corresponding date of last year.

© V. Damage to standing crops—The standing crops on low lands in 
some Eastern Bengal districts were damaged to some extent by the accumu- ‘ 
lation of water. During the third week of the month locusts were reported 

to have appeared and caused some damage in certain tea gardens of the. 
Darjeeling district. Damage to paddy and jute by insect-pests in parts of 

the 24-Parganas, Murshidabad, \Jessore and Howrah was reported towards 

the end of the month. 


VI. Condition of agricultural stock—The condition of agricuitural 
stock was fair, Cattle-disease was reported to be prevalent in parts of the 
24-Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, Khulna, Birbhum, Bankura, 
Midnapore, Hooghly, Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling, Rangpur, Malda, Mymensingh,.

The exports from Calcutta by sea (foreign and coastwise) during March 
1915 showed a decrease of 79 per cent in riée (262,000 mds. against 1,241,000, 
mds, last year), 88 per cent in wheat (1,700 mds. against 14,800 amds.), 
47 por cent under coal and coke (3,370,000 mds. against 6.416.000 mds. 
last: year), 67 per cont under jute (207,000 bales against 622,000 bales in 
1914), and 88 per cent in indigo"(600 mds. against 1,000 mds.).

Taking the twelve months’ progressive totals into account, the imports of 
rice increased by 6 per cent (21,887,000 mds, against 20,505,000 mds.) and 
indigo by 24 per cent (12,400 mds, against 9,900 mds.) as compared with last 
year, while those of paddy, wheat, Indian piece-goods, coal and coke, and jute 
diminished. Paddy by 12 per cent (4,462,000 mds. against. 5,067,000 
mds.), wheat by 43 per cent (4,319,000 mds. against 7,551,000 mds.), Indian 
piece-goods by 24 per cent (Re, 1,51,17,000 against Rs. 1,98,21,000), 
coal and coke by 7 per cent (142,576,000 mds. against 152,785,000 mds.), 
and jute by 21 per cent (4,705,000 bales against 5.971.000 bales) respectively, 
as compared with twelve months ending March last year. 

There was a decline in the exports of rice by 48 per cent (4,901,000 
mds. against 9,440,000 mds.), of wheat by 93 per cent (157,000 mds. against 
2,120,000 mds.), of Indian piece-goods by 17 per cent (Rs. 6,79,000 against 
Rs. 8,21,000), and of coal and coke by 18 per cent (68,214,000 mds. against 
82,957,000 mds), and of jute by 33 per cent (2,240,000 bales against 
3,832,000 bales).

_&. A good deal of ignorance of and some hostility towards the new Act 
was displayed by the Directors and officials of Indian companies, It was 
ascertained that,on Ist May 1914, some 800 companies were in default in 
respect of filing documents required i the provisions of Act VI of 1882, and 
as already stated, a persistent effort has been made throughout the year to 
bring the filing of papers up to date. This necessitated the institution of 
120) prosectttions against companies and their officers: 61 convictions were 
obtained, 5 were dismissed, 24 were withdrawn, ind the remainder were still 
pening at"the close of the financial year. The result of these prosecutions 
been that, in a great majority of cases, compliance was made with the 
provisions of the Act, two companies however persisted in their defiance of 
the law and were prosecuted for the second time. 

10. It was found that a number of companies were actually defanct, 
although no liquidation proceedings had been carried ont, and in these cases 
the companies were struck off under siction 247. Although more than 12 
months have élapsed since the commencement of the working of the Act, 
it'is still noticeable that Directors and other officers of Indian companies fail 
to realize the responsibilities resting upon them. In faet it would seem that, 
many of them have not taken the trouble to make themselves acquainted. 
with their duties. In almost every case where a prosecution has been 
instituted against a Director he has pleaded ignorance and protested against 
being held responsible, and in some cases, especially in the mufassal, 
Magistrates have been, in my opinion, too lenient with this class of offender, 
2 11. The provisions of section 277 as regards the registration of com- 
panies established outside British India were entirely new to the commercial 
community in Bengal, and although there was some delay in the issue of the 
rules under the Act, it is a matter of satisfaction to be able to report that 
every endeavour was made on the part of those concerned to comply with the 
new conditions. During the year 358 companies were registered under this 
section. 

12. Section 144 forbids the employment by a company, other than a 

rivate company, of auditors other than those duly authorized by the 
Hevasimnent of India or who have obtained certificates from the Local 
Government entitli them to act as auditors of companies. A number of 
appliéations for certificates were received during the year, and four applicants 
received unrestricted certificates and 24 restricted certificates. In every case 
the certificates were issued for a period of two years only. 

13. In connection with the auditing of companies’ accounts it has come 
to my knowledge that, many Indian-managed companies systematically 
ignore the provisions of the Act, with regard to the election and re-election 
of auditors. The Directors call for tenders from authorized anditors and 
appoint the person sending in the lowest tender. This is not in accordance 
with the terms of the Act, which provides that if auditors are not appointed 
by shareholders in annual general meeting, the Local Government may, on 
the application of any member of the company, appoint an anditor, but 
no power is reserved to the Directors todo so. This practice also displays 
a total lack of knowledge of the traditions of the profession of an accountant 
and auditor on the part of those who stoop to compete for sack» audits, 

Js. One of the most important changes in Company Law effected by the 
new Act is the provision for the registration of mortgages or charges upon 
the property of limited ,liability companies’ as provided by section 109. 
During the past year 81 such charges were registered in this office, the total 
-money value being Rs. 10,44,45,000. Whilst it would appear that companies 
are observing the provisions of the Act with regard to the registration of 
mortgages and charges, they are not so particular in filing a memorandum 
of satisfaction. “fhe effect-of this-neghect will- ve that in many cases 
companies will appear to be more heavily indebted than is actwuly the 
case.

15. This Act came into force in the year 1912, but as the rales to be 
jmade'by the-Government of Bengal were not published until 5th August

Act, 
and it was laid down that within six months from 4th August 1914, each 
Society must’ submit its rules’ for registration. These rales were required

The Annual Reporte of the Veterinary College and of the Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal, 
for the year 1914-15, with the Director of Agriculture's review thereon. 

Fee iss wa A. Sata was Principal of the Bengal Veterinary 
College, and Mr. P. J. Kerr was Superintendent of the Civil Veterinary 
aeiaribensh Bengal, throughout the year. Babu Dibakar De, Senior Lecturer 
of the Bengal oterinary College, actéd as Assistant Principal of the eke 
throughout the yepr during the eenee on furlough in England, of Mr. E.

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Brand. Mr. A. D. Macgregor, atax.c.v.s., continued to be under training at the 
College throughout the year. He accompanied the Superintendent of the 
Civil Veterinary Department on tour for training 1m district work during the 
Gollege vacation. Lieatenant-Colonel Smith made no tour during the year, 
but was away from Caleutta for 10 days in order to act as a member of the 
Board of Examiners of the Madras Veterinary College. Mr. Kerr fiber 112 
days on”tour. Severe outbreaks of glanders in certain districts (nd other 
important duties interfered pom his routine tours for inspecting the work of 
the veterinary assistants in the province. 

a There was a slight nioraede in the number of¢students at the College 
during the year, the number on'the roll at the end of the session being) 96, 
of whom 84 were stipendiary students, as against 91 in the Preceding year, 
including 76 stipendiary students. ‘The results of the year's work were satis- 
factory. Nineteen students graduated from the College at the close of the year, 
the percentage of pgsses at the final examination being 82°60 as compared with 
73°88 in 1913-14. ‘The proposal which was under consideration for improving 
the pay and prospects of the Subordinate Veterinary Service of the province 
was sanctioned immediately after the close of the year, and the new arrange- 
ments which were brought into foree with effect from 1st March 1915 will, 
it is hoped, attract a larger number and a better class of students to the 
College. The proposal submitted by this Government last year for the 
addition of a fully qualified European officer tp the teaching staff of the 
College to raise it to the level of other similar:institutions in India and to 
enable it to keep abreast of the modern developments of veterinary science 
has been sanctioned by His Majesty's Secretary of State for India, and a 
suitable officer will be recruited for the post as Soon ax funds permit. 

8. The Governor in Council is glad to notice that the work of the 
Raymond Research Institute continued to be satisfactory and that the popu- 


"| larity of the institution is increasing and a steady progress is being main- 


tained in the diagnosis of contagious and obscure diseases. Besides the 
examination of pathological and other specimens received from Provincial 
Vetorinary Departments, Army Department, local private practitioners, both 
European and Indian, and the general public, and the supply of materials to 
the Imperial Bacteriologist, Imperial Serologist and Major C. A. Lane, 1.ats., 
for their work, auto-vaccine was prepared in the Laboratory, with which 
some newly-imported horses of the Army Remount Depét were successfully 
treated, and with the preventive vaccine for fowl cholera, also prepared 
here, some healthy pheasants of the Zoological Gardens, among which the 
disease broke out, were inoculated with satisfactory results. Some lantern 
slides of systems of different kinds of contagious diseases among cattle were 
prepared with the object of exhibiting them in cattle fairs and shows asa 
theans of encouraging people to take more interest in the veterinary 
profession. ie, 

4, The report of the Civil Veterinary Department shows an’ increase 
in the mortality of animals from contagious diseases during the year, the total 
number of deaths reported being 15,950, as against 13.136 in the previous 
year. The increase is attributed to the more accurate record of deaths kept 
by the police in most districts, and partly also to an improvement in many 
districts in the reporting of the outbreaks of cattle diseases. Though the 
number of deaths amongst egiéres from the principal contagious diseases 
fell again from 279 in the preceding year to 229, the number of deaths 
among bovines increased from 12,847 to 15,707. The increase in the latter 
case is attributed to the fact that rinderpest was, as usual, fairly prevalent 
throughout the province, the districts most seriously affected being Mymen- 
singh, Dacea, Rangpur, Tippera, Burdwan, Midnapore, Murshidabad and the 
24-Parganas, and the mortality from this disease alone being 13,662 as 
against 10,318 in the previous year. The heavy mortality is ascribed to 
the late receipt or non-receipt of reports, stoppage of the supply of serum for 
‘some ‘time at the beginning of the year, and to the prejudice of cultivators 
st pre inoculation. Another eause which is reported to tend to the spread 

the disease is the indiscriminate removal of the hides of the animals 
‘which die of this disease There were 340 outbreaks of this disease in the 
“area outside Calcutta and its suburbs, eer be the death of 4,584 unino- 


culated animals, while out of 37,818 animals, h were inoculated, only 221. 
ier-aboxt 0°6 per cent, ba ic ae there were only three deaths among 
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1,958 animals inoculated for hemorrhagic septicemia, In Caloutta and its 
suburbs there were 25 outbreaks of rinderpest, to which prompt attention 
was given by tho staff of the Bengal Veterinary College, and inoculation was 
performed in 1,198 cases, of which a only proved fatal. 

It is reported that considerable prejudice against inoculation still exists 
among eyltivators. The Governor in Council trusts that persistent andy 
tactful efifrts on the part of the officers of the Veterinary Department will 
in the end overcome the objections which are due purely to ignorance, and 
he would once again impress on the officers of the department the desirability 
of utilizing every opportunity to explain and demonstrate to. cultivators and 
cattle-owners the benefits of inoculation and other precautions against  cattle- 
diseases generally when touring in the mufassal. 

It is observed by the Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department, that 
although an improvement has been noticed in many districts in reporting the 
outbreaks of cattle-diseases, much still remains to be done to bring the system 
into proper working order, The Governor in Council noticés with regret the 
Superintendent's complaint that very few reports were received from the 
touring officers of the various departments, who, under the existing orders of 
Government, are required to report promptly all outbreaks of eattle-diseases 
coming to their notice, and that in many instances the reports were received 
by the veterinary assistants after the disease had subsided. His Excelleney 
in Council trusts that the offjcers concerned will co-operate with the Superin- 
tendent of the Civil Veterinary Department in this matter more whole- 
heartedly in future. 

5. The itinerating veterinary assistants visited 10,189 villages and 
treated 53,287 animals during the year, as against 9,810 villages ‘and 50,598 
patients in the previous year. This is satisfactory. Six new veterinary 
assistants were appointed during the year, bringing the total number of 
such assistants employed in districts to 69, excluding four staff veterinary. 
assistants and six reserve veterinary assistants. The Governor in Council 
notices with satisfaction that the loeal bodies have been realising their 
responsibilities in the matter of employing additional veterinary assistants, 
and that applications were made by them for more men than the department 
could enpply during the year. His Excellency in Council trusts that the 
requirements of the local bodies will be fully met as soon as qualified 
graduates from the Bengal Veterinary College are available. 

6. In Calcutta and its neighbourhood all the stables lying in the area 
under the Glanders and Farey Act were regularly inspected during the year 
and the disease was detected in six stables, as against nine in the previous 
year. Three stables were also found infected with Surra. In the mufassal, 
205 deaths were reported as against 194 in the preceding year. One hundred 
and sixty-seven deaths occurred in the Sodepur Pinjrapole alone. The 
outbreaks were very severe also in the four districts, Hooghly, Murshidabad, 
Darjeeling and Rangpur. 

7. Six new dispensaries were opened during the year making a total 
of 24, all of which were inspected either by the Superinvendent or the 
circle inspectors, except, those at Sodepur Pinjrapole, Howrah and Cooch 
Behar, which are under private management. The total number of patients 
treated at%23 dispensaries was 24,049 against 21.503 in the previous year. 
‘The dispensary at Qooch Behar remained closed during the early patt of 
the year for want of a suitable veterinary assistant. Since the close of 
the year sanction has been given to the transfer, on certain conditions, of 
the services of an assistant on Rs. 80 per mensem for the dispensary, 
‘who will be paid by the Cooch Behar State, but will work under the 
‘supervision and inspection of the Veterinary Department. There is evidence 
gen work in all dispensaries in the province, especially in the dispensaries 

Chittagong, Mymensingh and Chinsura. The establishment of a 
Veterinary Hospital at Dacca was sanctioned last year, but the building work 
is being delayed owing to difficulties in connection with the site. A part of 
the land acquired for the purpose being required by the Eastern Bengal State 
Railway, the department is considering whether the remaining area will be 
sufficient for the requirements of the dispensary, or whether the whole site

. being made by the officers of the department to impress on the minds of 
cultivators and owners of caftle generally the advantage of and the urgent 
need for care in the breeding and management of cattle, though with very 
little appreciable‘ result. His Excellency in Council notices with regrot that 
though applications were received during-the year from several District Boards 
for good bulls, no suitable animals could be procured and supplied by the 
Superintendent. : nies 

10. The cost of anti-rinderpest serum supplied to local bodies in 
Eastern Bengal districts was hitherto borne by Government. In Western 
Bengal districts, however, the District Boards pay for the serum supplied to‘ 
them. As the cost of serum is a proper local charge, Government has 
decided that the local bodies in Eastern Bengal districts should also be 
required to pay for the serum they use. " i 

11. A proposal submitted by the Director of Agriculture for the appoint- 
ment of a Deputy Superintendent for the Civil Veterinary Department was 
sanctioned after the close of the year. 

12. Orders have been passed since the close of the year on the 
proposals for the co-ordination of the different rates of pay and allowances of 
veterinary assistants and veterinary inspectors obtaining’ in the two parts 
of the Presidency, The pay of veterinary assistants in the two Western” 
Bengal Divisions was Rs. 30—}—60, and in the three Eastern Bengal Divisions, 
Rs. 30——70. The more liberal rates of pay prevailing in the Eastern Bengal 
Divisions have been adopted for the whole Presidency, As regards local and 
travelling allowances, the rates already in force inthe two parts of the 
Presidency will continue except that in the districts of the 24-Parganas, 
Khulna and Jessore, where travelling and living are expensive, the more 
liberal rates prevailing in Eastern Bengal will apply. The inspectors in 
Western Bengal were arranged in seven grades ranging from Rs. 70. to 
Rs. 150, while in Eastern Bengal their pay was Rs..100—5—175. As the 
service is small, the time-scale pay Rs. 100—5—175 obtaining in the Eastern 
Bengal districts has been introduced throughout the Presidency as more 
suitable than a graded system of promotion. The orders took effect’ from 
Ist March 1915. The Governor in Council trusts that the prospects offered 
under the new arrangements will add to the number of students in the 
College, greatly facilitate reeraitment and generally improve the efficiency 
of the department. 

13. A Deputy Superintendent and an Inspector from Bengal Veterinary 
College and an Inspector of the Civil Vetermary Department were deputed 
during the year to Bombay and the Punjab to enlarge their knowledge in 
veterinary matiers. The Governor in Couneil is glad to notice that the 
reports submitted by the officers show that these tours were beneficial, 

14. Tho Governor in Council desires to acknowledge his appreciation of 
the services: of Lieutenant-Colonel Smith, Principal of the Bengal. Veterinary 
College, and of Mr. P. J. Kerr, the Superintendent of the Civil Veteri 
Department. Their reports indicate a decided advance all round, and y 
are to be congratulated upon the results achieved.

1915, in the Prosidency of Bengal, is published for general information. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description gleared during the quarter 
amounted to 2,816,040 maunds (including 2,044,060 maunds issued under 
the credit system), as compared with 3,064,624 maunds (including 1,411,093 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 

4.164.645 maunds (including 2,903,826 maunds issued under the. credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year? The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 28,69,125 (including Re 22,74,418 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 28,14,551 (including Rs. 17,69,757 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 36,86,516 (including: 
Rs. 27,79.398 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year.

2. These training works,were continued during the working seasons 
of 1918-14 and 1914-15. During the season of 1913-14 a steamer was 
chartered from the India General Navigation and Railway Company for 
the use of the Public Works Department Officers. The number of shoals 
trained was 20 and the length of bandals erected 44,190 feet. The least 
depth of water maintained was 5 feet throughout the season over two shoals” 
and from 5 feet 6 inches to 7 fect 6 inches over all others. Tho cost to 
Government for this season’s operations was Rs. 33,577 and the bandal 
materials were as before carried free of cost by the Steamer Companies. 
During the working season of 1914-15, 21 ‘shoals were trained “and 
65,805 running feet of bandals erected. A minimum depth of 6 feet was. 
maintained over all shoals trained ; in two cases the shoals did not yield 
to bandalling but new and good channels opened of their own accord. 
Steamer was also hired from the Steamer Companies for the use of the 
officers engaged in supervising the training works. The cost to Govern- 































_ ment for this season’s work was Rs. 35,347 and _bandal materials were as 


usual carried free of cost by the Steamer Companies.

\UGUST 1915. 


I. Character of the season.—The rainfall during the month was in 
defect of the normal in all the districts of the Burdwan Division and also 
in the Marghidabad, Jessore, Pabna and Malda districts. It was in excess 
in the rest of the province. The usual rainfall statement is appended. 


Tl.. Progress of agricultural operations —The transplantation of 
winter paddy and the harvesting of aus paddy and jute were in progress 
throughout the province. The transplanting operation was, however, 
somewhat retarded in many western districts by the insufficiency of rainfall 
and also in some eastern districts by unusually heavy rainfall and flood. 


Til. State of the standing ecrops—The state of standing erops was 
nerally fairly good except in parts of the Eastern Bengal districts, where 
their condition was less favourable owing to excessive rainfall and floods. 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn—The prospects of the aus paddy 
erop were reported to be poor in the Bankura district; they were, howeyer, 
fair to good elsewhere. The prospects of the jute crop were generally more 
satisfactory in the Western Bengal than in the Eastern Bengal districts, 


V. Damage to standing crops.—The standing crops in the eastern 
districts suffered greatly qn account of the floods throughout the mon 
Some damage by insects was reported from parts of the 24-Parganas, N: 
Jessore, Khulna and Birbhum districts during the first two weeks. Owi 
to the scanty rainfall the aman paddy seedlings were reported to be wither- 
ing in parts of the Burdwan Division. «" 


VI. Condition of agricultural stock.—Vhe condition of agricultural 
stock was fair. Cattle-disease was found to be prevalent in parts of the 
24-Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, Khulna, Midnapore, Hooghly. Darjeeling, 
Cooch Behar, Mymensingh, Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. >

VIII. Prices of food-grains—During the second fortnight of the 

month under review the price of common rice rose in fourteen , districts, 

fell in three, and remained stationary in the rest. It varied from 5’srs. 14 ch. 
_ per rupee at Tippera to 8 srs. a rupee at Jessore, Bakarganj and Chittagong. 


TX, Condition of agricultural people—The condition of agricultural 
opulation throughout the province was fair excepting in Bankura, 
Roakhali and Tippera, where some distress existed during the month. 
Gratuitous relief and agricultural loans were given on a large scale, and the 
District Board road works were also opened to give employment to the 
labouring classes. :

‘This in its turn Was bound 
to react on the vitality of the poorer classes. : 

2. Birth-rate—Tho number of births inereased slightly and the birth- 
rate rose from 33'75 to 33°86 per thousand of population as ascertained at the 
last census. If, however, the birth-rate for 1914 be caloulated on the actual 
population as estimated by adding the excess of births over deaths since 1911 
to the census population, it becomes 33°22. It would, therefore, appear that 
the birth-rate was more or lese stationary during the last two years. 

The registration of births in Eastern Bengal continues to be defective, 
the percentage of omissions discovered ranging from 6°22 to 12°71 in four 
districts. 2 

3. Death-rate—The number of deaths increased by 99,421, while the 
death-rate rose from 29°38 to 31°57 calculated on the basis of the census 
figures. When calculated on the estimated actual population, the death-rate 
for 1914 becomes 30°97. The increase in mortality, which was chiefly under 
the head ‘ Fever,” reduced the excess of births over deaths by nearly 50 
per cent. This check in the natural growth of population has been ascribed 
to the short outturn of food-grains in recent years, and it is feared that the 
low prices obtained by cultivators last year for jute will tend to diminish the 

‘owth of population still further. Infantile mortality was high in several, 
istricts, and the total death-rate increased from 20°95 to 22°14 per cent. of ° 
the births. Although Calcutta returned a higher infantile death-rate it no 
it x headed the list, the first three places Being occupied by Birbhum, 
Nadia and Pabna. 

‘The percentage of omissions to register deaths ranged from 5°71 to 13°79 
in five districts. It is probable that many of the deaths recorded under 
“Fever” or “Other causes”. should be recorded as due to. respiratory: 
diseases, 

 . -Fever.—Thore was a considerable rise in the mortality from fever. 
‘The number of deaths due to this cause increased from 965,546 to 1,061,041, 
the death-rates per mille for 1914, 1913 and the quinquennial period 1909-13 
being 23°40, 21°30 and 20°54 respectively, Seventy-four per cent. of the 
totul mortality as against 72 per cent. m the previous year was registered 
under this head. ‘The lowest rates were as usual returned by the urban 
areug where the death-rate continues to decline, n ® 

Anti-malarial measures were carried out in a few towns, and quinine 
was freely distributed in-a number of districts by Sub-Assistant Su 8 
from the middle of August. Unfortunately 18 of the 24 Sub-Assistant. 
Surgeons employed on the work were early withdrawn for military duty and 
12 new men were appointed only after considerable delay. The measures 
were, however, extended till the end of February, one month beyond the o 
usual period. It is gratifying to observe that the efforts of the Malaria 
Committee to popularise quinine appear to be meeting with success, and 
there was a considerable demand for quinine in the “treatment” formin 
which it is now sold. Theale of quinine in this form has nearly doubled 
since August 1913. Quinine was distributed to school children in the. 
Hooghly district through the ageney of the Eduction Department, and some — 
District. Boards spent considerable sums in the purchase of quinine for free 
distribution. The necessity for administering adequate doses of quinine 
to pai 2 cing dispensaries was rouge to the notice of Sisvnct 
Boards and Muni , and assistance was given to a few of the poorer 


municipalities to enable them to purchase the requisite amount of quini 
Besides considering methods for increasing ald of quinine, the

This proposal did not, however, meet with the approval 
the Government of India and the grant for experimental jungle-cutting 
was accordingly withdrawn. The Governor in Council is disappointed to 
find that thé Malaria Committee held only three meetings during 1914, but 
he is glad to learn that the efforts of the Committee to popularise quinine 
are meeting with success. The first step towards the elimination of malaria 
is the extension of the use of quinine Loth as a prophylactic and as a curative 
medieine, Much good will no doubt. result from measures for the improve- 
ment, of drainage and cultivation, but these by themselves will not prevent 
tha epnead of malacia, 
5, Other diseases—The number of deaths from cholera increased from 
78,898 to 89,224, the corresponding death-rates being.1°74 and 1°96 per mille, 
The average death-rate from cholera for the five years 1909-1913 was 1°98.’ 
The incidence of the disease was highest in the Murshidabad Circle, while 
the districts of Nadia and Malda also suffered severely. Owing to the small 
number of wells in the provinco disinfection of water-supply was possible 
only in a few localities. In Birbhum and Dacca the disinfection of wells was. 
ed to have had a beneficial effect. ‘ 
* The mortality from plague continued to decrease, the number of deaths 
being 554 as against 984 in the previous year. Of these, 442 oceurred in 
Calcutta. Aw» no cases of plague were reported during November and Decem- 
ber, Calcutta was declared to be free from plague in the latter part of 


mber. - 

The death-rate from dysentery and diarrhoea decreased slightly, that 
from respiratory diseases continued to increase, while the number of deaths 
underthe head “Tnjury” showed little variation. 

6. Sanitary Board.—Vhe Sanitary Board held nine meetings during 
the year. Eleven sketch projacts estimated to cost Rs. 53,21,672 and fouricon 
detailed schemes estimated to cost Rs, 12,65,625 were forwarded to Govern- 
ment for approval and sanction. The Board also considered a scheme for 
the supply of water to the municipalities and cantonments on the eastern 
bank of the Hooghly. A recommendation that Government, should delegate 
financial authority to the Board was not accepted. His Excellency in 
Couneil desires to acknowledge the useful services to the Board pi ae by 
the non-official members who were added at the end of 1913, 

1. Sanitary Jmprovements.—Tho total cost of sanitary works executed 
~ during 1913-14 by Government, Municipalities, District Boards and 
private individuals amounted to Rs. 17,28,946 against Rs. 13,14,368 during 
the previous year. The amounts available for non-recurring and reeurring 
expenditure from the sanitary grants made by the Government of India 
were’ Rs. 13,85,970 and Rs. 9,50,000 respectively. The total amount dis- 
tributed was Rs. 7,43,367, of which Rs. 7,832,320 was for non-recurring 
expenditure. Municipal expenditure on sanitation during 1913-14 in- 
ereased under all important heads, the total increase amounting to 
Rs. 5,56,687. This increase was principally due to capital expenditure on 
water-supply and drainage, while there was also a considerable rise im the 

amount spent on conservancy. 40°15. per eent. of the total receipts was spent 
on sanitary. works against 32°21 in the previous year. The sur! drainage 
scheme for Howrah made considerable progress, and portions of the Garulia, 
Serampore and Budge-Budge drainage schemes were completed. Water-

The exports from Calcutta by sea (foreign and coastwise) during May 
1915 showed an increase of 888 per cent. in wheat (119.000 mds. against 
12,000 nds.), 64 per cent in,Indian piece-goods (Rs. 25,000 against Rs. 15,000), 
and 124 per cent under jute’ (263,000 bales against 117,000 bales).

1915 showed a decrease of 83 per cent in rice (342,000 mds. against 506,000 
mds. last year), 53 per cent under coal and coke (3,037,000 mds. against 
6,432,000 mds.), and 38 per cent in indigo (300 mds. against 500 mds.).

Orders have been placed for three Motor FireEugines, but, owing to

‘The remainder of the appliances have been kept up to, the 
required standard, and the usual boiler surveys made by Government 
inspectors, and certificates granted. 

Tt is understood that an order has been jlaced by the Port Commis- 
sioners fgr an efficient fire-float. This machine is badly needed, and it is hoped ie 
that it will soon arrive in Calcutta, The existing fire-float, “ Hooghly ” has 
done good work, but owing to insufficient power and pumping capacities, its 

capabilities are restricted. As mentioned in the Fire Brigade report of 
, 1918-14 the fire-float is not directly under the control of the Fire Brigade, 
therefore efficient working and co-operation cannot always be obtained ; but 
during the past year valuable assistance has beea rendered by the Port 
Commissioners wit both the five-float and the steam fire-engine stationed at 
the docks. cS » 

7. Fire Stations.—Although it was hoprd that the erection of, the 
new Fire Brigade headquarters and necessary out-stations would have 
been in progress by the end of the year, nothing so far has been done. The 
present temporary headquarters, whilst being a great improvement on the 
previous headquarters at Lall Bazar, are congested and much. difficulty 
is experienced in properly training firemen. 

ut-stations are urgently required in the north and central portions of 
the City which comprises very serious fire risks. Owing to the congestion of 
traffic and the very narrow thoroughfares delay must occur before the 
arrival of the Brigade at the scene of a fire. Fortunately, the Brigade 
has been successful in preventing any really serious fire during the year 
under review in this particular district, but the danger of a conflagration 
is always present, rendering further precautions imporative, 

Pending the sanction of Government to the Fire Brigade reorganization 
scheme no important alterations have been carried out at the existing 
stations, f 

8. Staff.—The total strength of the staff, viz., 216 as shewn in Appen- 
dix XIII, remains the same as the previous year. 

Iam pleased to be able tq report that the general behaviour and 
discipline has been good. Owimg to many members of the Fire Brigade 
yolunteering and being accepted for active service, a considerable number 
of changes in the personnel have occurred. 

It has been found that Firemen are particularly useful in the Military 
Motor Transport Service, and consequently a large number of men have been 
permitted to join. 

As recorded in the last year’s report difficulty is still experienced in 
recruiting a sufficiently good class of Indians on the pay a8 at present 
offered for the arduous and trying duties of Firemen... It is hoped that when 
tle Fire Brigade reorganization scheme is sanctioned a scale of pay commen- 
surate with the work required will be offered for both Europeans and 
Indians. : ; 

Eight men have been granted certificates to drive and take charge of 
motor fire engines, and six mea have passe examinations in proficiency in 
the management and care of steam fire-engines. 

It is with regret I have to record the death of Chief Engineer W. 
Phillips, who died of small-pox, which, it is believed, he contracted at a fire at 
No, 12, Sikdarpara Street, on 10th December 1914. 

The late Chief Engineer was an efficien’ officer and, had a meritorious 
service of nine years in the Fire Brigade, prior to which he served in the 
Calcutta Police. ; 
\ Station-officer Morgan has been temporarily promoted to the rank of © 
Chief Engineer. ; 
TE .—Eighteen horses were in service at the commencement ,of 
the year as compaied with 29 during the previous year.

11. | Water-supply.—The water used for fire-extinguishing purposes is 
principally obtained from the unfiltered water-mains, but fire-engines have 
to be used at almost every fire to augment the pressure and thus obtain 
sufficiently powerful streams for fire-fighting. Improvements are’ being 
effected slowly, and during the past year three waterworks turncocks have 
been attached to the Brigade staff to repair hydrants that may be found 
defective and generally assist in obtaining a sufficient quantity of water. 

T have again to report that a serious state of affairs exists in some dis- 
tricts, notably Howrah, Chitpore. Garden Reach and Maniktala, where there 
are no unfiltered mains, and the only means of obtaining water for fire 
extinguishing is from ponds, many of whicl are now being filled up on sanit- 
ary grounds, 

12. Telephone and Electrical Communications.—Ii is hoped that 
shortly extra fire-alarms will be installed chiefly in the districts comprising 
the most serious fire risks, 

As will be seen in the reports of “Fires of upwards of Rs. 1,000” in 
Appendix IJ, several instances of delay in giving the alarm to the Fire 
Brigade have occurred, which I trust may be obviated when a sufficiency 
of fire-alarms are in use. 

Calcutta comprises some exceptionally dangerous districts, and delay 
in communicating with the Fire Brigade may easily result in a severe con- 
flagration. 

The installation of direct fire-alarms and telephones from buildings 
particularly liable to fire proceeds satisfactorily, 5 alarms having been fitted 
in the Sir Stuart Hozg Market, and 9 alarms in the Kidderpore Docks, 
besides several individual telephones or alarms. 

In order to accommodate the increase of telephones and fire-alarms in 
the Fire Brigade headquarters the Duty Room has transferred to more 
suitable quarters. 

My thanks are due to the Bengal Telephone Company for their keen 
interest and efficiency in all matters appertaining to Fire Brigade work. 
13, Inspection Depertment.—Great prozress still continues to be 
made in inspecting extraordinary fire-risks. such inspections having been 
regularly and systematically carried out, and, where necessary, schemes 
prepared for the prevention and extinction of fire in dangerous buildings. 
Owing to the large increase of work it is hoped that the Inspection 
Department will be augmented, so that the beneficial effect of this important 
branch will be more widely felt. / 

Approximately 4,195 inspections (excluding theatres and places of 
public amusement) have been made during the year. v af] 

Three hundred and eighty-nine applications for licenses (see Appendix

imperative, that more frequent, inspections should be made,as this class of 
building is not only liable to five itself, bur constitutes a risk which may 
involve the whole districi, many of the occupants entirely ignorin: their 
personal responsibility. 
~ “Many of the mills and presses, as a result of the reports of the Inspection 
Department, are now installing fire-fighting appliances, such as hydrant 
services, chemical machines, water and sand buckets, and if is interesting to 
note that the buckets installed during the past year number many thousands. 

Sprinkler systems have been. found % be particularly useful in 
jute warehouses and other premises containing goods which permit fire to 
spread rapidly. It is the endeavour of the Inspection Department to increase 
the number of sprinkler systems, Automatic fire-alarm systems are also 
frequently recommended, as owing to the inferior class of watchmen 
employed in many of the mills and warehouses on many ovcasions there has 
been much delay in summoning the Fire Brigade, in fact, in several cases 
sufficient time has elapsed for tle roof and walls to collapse. 

‘The desirability of direct telephonic communication with the Fire Brigade 
is strongly urged, also the erection of party walls. fire doors and partitions for 
limiting fire to as small a space as possible. protection of exposed iron work, 
lift wells, windows, skylights, etc. 
Much attention has been paid to safeguarding the public and the preven- 
tion of fire and panic in theatres and places of public amusement, exhaustive 
schemes having been prepared which are now being carried out. Unfor- 
tunately owing to the limited authority given under the present bye-laws 
regulating such jiremises it is with difficulty that progress can be made, but 
it ig hoped that new bye-laws suitable to molern conditions will shortly be in 
force. 
All new premises for public amusement ure erected under the supervi- 
‘sion of the Fire Brigade Department. 

14. Firework licenses, ete.—One license was granted under section 
36, Act I of 1893, to let off fireworks, and 2 licenses were cancelled. 

15. General.—The Calcutta Fire Brigade protects the municipalities of 
Calcutta, Cossipore-Chitpore, Howrah, Maniktala and Garden Reach and may 
attend fires outside the jurisdiction of these municipalities (but not exeeed~ 
ing a radius of 6 milés from the Central Fire Station), provided appliances 
can be spared, and on payment of a prescribed fee. Appendix XV gives the 
Government order relating to this, and the form which has to be signed prior 
to the Fire Brigade leaving the jurisdiction of the above municipalities. 

The actual area protected by the Caleutta Fire Brigade is just over 
113 square miles, and the population included in same is about 14 millions. 

Owing to the war the annual sports and exhibition were not held.

acres shown in last year’s first and final forecasts respectively. — 
decrease is chiefly due to want of timely rainfall in the Western Bi 
districts. The normal area under the crop is returned as-16,579,400 acres, 
+ Outturn.—From the summary of the district returns appended, it will 
be seen that two districts only report more than a normal crop, viz. 
Khulna (108 per cent.) and Bogra (105 per cent.). Thirteen districts 
report a crop between 90 and 100 per cent., six districts between 70 and 
87 per cent., and five distriets between 50 to 67 per cent. Bankura returns — 
as low a percentage as 42, The low outturn is attributed to the deficient” 
rainfall in the western districts and excessive rainfall and floods in th 
eastern districts. According to the District Officers’ estimates, the provin:

Two Branch Pilots retired, one died and one Leadsman Apprentice resigned. 
One Leadsman Apprentice was reeruited from England. The strength of 
the service during the year was 53 Pilots and 13 Leadsmen Apprentices. 

2. There was a falling off in the number and tonnage of vessels 
entering’ and leaving the Port during 1914-15 as compared with those of the 
previous year. Vessels to the number of 1,431 with a gross tonnage. of

Caleutta 8,216 persons were convicted of drunkenness, against 8,616 in the 
previous year. Cases occurred in Birbhum, Bankura and Rangpur in which 
venders were alleged to have permitted drunkenness. on their licensed 
premises. In Birbhum a licensee and his salesman were prosecuted under 
section 51 (d) of the Excise Act, but were acquitted, In Bankura the vendors 
of two shops were fined Rs.10 and Rs, 4 cach. In Rangpur a vendor was 
proceeded against for this offence, and the case was compounded under sec- 
tion 65 of the Bengal Excise Act on payment of Rs. 10. All these three cases 
appear to have been far too leniently dealt with. 

21. Distilleries and warehouses.—As in the previous year, there were 
two miodern private distilleries in the Presidency, at Asansol and Konnagar, 
and one distillery in the Government premises at Russa.

The Deputy Commissioners of Sylhet, Goalpara and Nowgong have 
made some reductions in the figures returned by them for the preliminar 
forecast; the percentages of decrease are approximately 16, 12 and Ti 
respectively. ™ 
The two general causes which have operated in bringing about a reduction 
in area are the 1 low price to which jute fell last year and bad weather. 

The floods which have oceurred since the preliminary forecast was published 

are largely responsible for the reductions made subsequently. e 

Outturn.—The estimates of outturn reported by Deputy Commissioners 
are generally low. In view, however, of the generally unfavourable character 

‘of the season and of the considerable damage done by floods, especially in the 

Surma Valley, I am not prepared to say that they are too low. 

The average outturn being taken at 3-3 bales per acre, which has heen 

adopted as the normal for this Province, the outturn is 157,459 bales as com- 

pred with 307,463 last year; this means a reduction of about 49 per cent. 
‘is to be noted, however, that last year’s crop was the largest on record and 
as 35 per cent. in excess of that of the previous year.

} 2. General conditions of the year.—Until the end of Jnly there wera 
prospects of a prosperous year. e outbreak of the war accompanied by 
dislocation of trade and shortage of ships, caused an immediate fall in the 
price of jute at a time when a record crop was being harvested. The high 
prices chrained for juto.in the previous year had raised ex of 

‘similar prices in future, and as the raiyats of Bengal do not budget for a 
surplus, many: had employed labour at high rates, who would have weeded 
their own fields if they had expected low prices. Consequently they were 
hard hit by the suddon fall in prices and many had difficulty in maintaini 
themselves until the harvest of the winter rice-crop. Other classes suffe: 
from the depressed condition of the cultivators: ‘there was a reduced 
demand for labour ; the professional classes, traders and artisans found less 
demand for their services, and landlords had difficulty in realising rent. 

Insufficient rainfall in ember and October adversely affected the — 
outturn of winter rice in sof Eastern Bengal and particularly in 
Bakarganj where this crop is of great importance. ; 

Advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act amounting to Rs. 1,64,385 
were made in the districts which suffered much from these causes. 

a The war produced its effects on other trades besides the jute trade: the — 
hide business greatly declined; in Bakarganj the trade in betel-nuts and 
eocoanuts which are exported to China and Burma sufiered temporarily 
from the feeling of insecurity caused by the Bmden: on the other hand, the — 
high price of sugar gave a stimulus to the manufacture of molasses from 
date palm juice. 

3. Land Revenue demands, collections, balances and remissions—Vhe — 
current demand of land revenue was Rs. 2,73,67,531, the increase of nearly 
2 lakhs over the previous year being due to new settlements and re-settle- 
ments in temporarily-settled and Government ostates. The collections 
amounted to Rs. 2,67,52,727 or 97°75 per cent. of the current demand and 
98°04 per cent. of the total demand. ‘The low price of jute and the partial 
failure of the winter rice crop caused a falling off in the collections in estates 
under direct management. 

4. Road and Public Works Cesses.—There was an increase of Rs. 1,89,607 
in the current cess demand, due to revaluations and the annual revision of 
the assessment of mines under section 72 of the Cess Act. The percentage — 
of total collections on the current demand fell from 1002 to 96°9 and 
only three districts against 18 in the previous year attained the prescribed, 
standard. . 

During the year valuations or revaluations, partial or Complete, were. 
made in 18 out of the 25 districts to which the Act applies, and were 
completed in 8.

In 1895, the income of the Mohsin Fund suddenly decreased owing to 
the reduction of the rates of Government securities from 4 per cent. to 3h ~ 
ry cent. In order to equalise the receipts and expenditure’ Government 
transferred to Provincial Reverfues the charges on account of the salaries of 
Arabic and Persian teachers in the zilla schools and increased the fees 

yable by Muhammadan students from a third to one-half of ths full-fees. 
‘Since then the expenditure on Muhammadan education debitable to the _ 
Mohsin Fund has outgrown the funds available, and it is still rapidly © 
increasing. The Governor in Council has accordingly decided with the 
approval of the Government, of India to modify further the scheme drawn 
up in 1873. In order to attain the object in view the cost of all Government 
Madrasas and of grants-in-aid to non-Governmen: Madrasas will hence- 
forward be charged to Provincial Revenues, and the amount so set free from 
the Mohsin Fund will be utilised for the award of small stipends to

GENERAL CONDITION OF THE ANIMALS. 


The general physical condition of the mammals 
was very satisfactory. There were no epidemics 
except Hem. Septicemma amongst “the lemurs and 
squirrels, etc,, and the important animals were kept 
in a perfect state of health. 


In the department of birds no epidemics occurred 
except in the case of newly-purchased Monal and 
Tragopan pheasants and pigeons, where chicken 
cholera and avian pasteurellosis prevailed, but which 
were prompily suppressed before they could spread 
amongst other specimens.

CALCUTTA, THE 4rH DECEMBER 1915. 


Tue report of the Director of Public Instruction for the year 1914-15 
is published for genoral information. . : ; 

2. The year avas one of general progress and witnessed an increase in the 
numbers of schools and scholars within the Province, while the utilisation of 
some portions of the generous grants recently made by the Imperial 
Government served to raise the expenditure upon education to a fgure higher 
than it had ever before attained. Unfortunately the great European war has 
intervened to eheck expenditure from the balances of those grants and 
to necossitate severe economy in the expenditure of all Government funds, 
and this will militate against the expansion of educational activity for some 
time to come.

3, Government Arts colleges showed a further increase in attendance, 
there boing 3,293 students on the roll on 31st March 1915 as against 3,171 od 
the corresponding date last year. Extended affiliation was accorded to the 
Presidency College up to the M.A. Standard in Philosophy, and tothe M.A. 
and M.Sv, Standards in Physiology. The teaching staff in both the Rajshahi 
College and the Hooghly College was strengthened and the , Chemical 
Laboratory of the Hooghly College was extended. At the Presidency College 
the Representative Committee of students, which was formed in the previous 
year to secure greater co-operation between professor and pupil, showed 
enterprise in the organisation of a first-aid class and proved of yalue in 
several ways. 

4. While the number of high schools and middle English schools for boys 
has ingreased, the general eu teaching in these schools remains ungatis- 
factory, especially as regards English. Tae poor remuneration and arduous 
work of the schoolmaster deter men of even moderate academic qualifications 
from adopting this profession and a good deal has been done to improve the 
position of all grades of teachers, though funds have not as yet been forth- 
coming to enable the Department to do more than touch the fringe of this 
most important question. An effort has been made to improve the position in 
Government schools by utilising the revurring Imperial grant of Rs. 2,26,000 
whieh war announced in the year 1914-15 for the purpose of granting local 
allowances to teachers on low salaries. This scheme has been sanctioned with 
effect from the Ist January 1915, Meanwhile, the greater part of this ‘grant 
‘for the year 1913-14 was spent, together with the balance of other Imperial 
grants, in the improvement of old buildings, the construction of new, and the 
acquisition of sites. The scheme for the.establishment of a“ public school” 
for: Indian boys received the sanction of the Secretary of State during the 
year under review and has since been inaugurated at Hastings House, Alipur. 

5. Purely vernacular education for children who have passed the lower 
primary stage has failed to advanee in public favotir, and the numbers of the 
middle vernacular and upper primary schools and of the scholars attending 
them have again decreased. On the other hand there has been a consider- 
able increase in the numbers of lower primary schools and of the children 
studying in them. There were $2,728 lower primary schools, with 1,045,948 
children, attending them in:1914-15, as compared with 31,005 such schools 
and 1,006,981 scholars in 1918-14. Considerable attention was paid by the 
Education Department to the improvement of these schools. during the ‘ year, 

_ and a sum of Rs. 5,07,882 was devoted from recurring Imperial grants to 
increasing the pay of primary school teachers, while Rs. 3,80,984 were paid for 
the maintenance. of Board schools, and a capital grant of Rs. 118,075 was 
distributed to secure some addition to the equipment of primary schools. 
The increase of the pay of teachers and the co-ordination of the curricula of 
these schools throughout the Eastern and Western Bengal are now the two 
tae purseeinig problems with which primary education in this Province 
is faced. 





6. The essential work of training teachers of all grades. which has ” 


received special attention from the Director of Public Instruction and his staff 
of recent years, will unfortunately suffer to a special degree from the curtailment 
of expenditure. Complete schemas for the reconstruction and reorganisation 
of the training colleges in Calcutta and Dacca haye been prepared and their 
execution is only delayed for want of funds. Meanwhile the outturn of 
trained teachers increased from 74 to 105, though the results, alike im the 
number, of teachers and the practical efficiency acquired, must remain ipggm- 
mensutate with the expenditure incurred by Government until the new 
schemes for reform can be carried out. A comprehensive scheme forthe 
_ improvement of guru-training schools has also been prepared by the Depart- 
ment and placed before Government in connection with the amalgamation of the 
sysieins established in Eastern and Western’ Bengal, and experiments are 
being mate with schools of the type which has now been.proposed. With 
assistance from the recurring Imperial grant of Rs. 3,65,000 of 1913

7 There has been gieady, progress in almost all existing branches of 
female education and a very encouraging incrogse in the appreciation shown of 
its value among those chiefly affected by it. ‘Yhe number of girls’ sehools 
increased from 7,573 to 8,268 within the year, and the number of scholars fram 
230,729 to 247,971, There was.a remarkable increase in the number of Muham- 
* madan girls attending school, and there is reported to be a growing dosira for 
education among Muhammadan women throughtout the Province. ‘The 
sanction of Government was aecorded in October, L914, to the distribution. of 
the Imperial recurring grant of Rs, 244,000 for female education, and 
allotments were made for the benefit of girls’ schools of all classes, for the 
training of teachers for secondary and primary schools, the establishment af 
soholarships, the furtherance of education by zanana teachers, the advance- 
ment of instruction among Muhammadan girls, and the strengthening of the 
inspecting stafl. A scheme for the establishment of a secondary training 
males for women has received the approvyl of Government, while proposals 
‘are under consideration for the reorganisation of the primary training school 
for women at Dacca, and the establishment of a purdanishin training class 
for Muhammadau women, Experiments ary being made in Eastern Bengal 
with Panchayati Union girls’ schools financed out of the Imperial grants, 
and with schools conducted by zanana ladies in their owp homes, A marked 
improvement in the needlework in the schools of Eastern Bengal is attributed 
to the Needlework Exhibition and diplomas instituted by Her Excellency 
Lady Carmichael. 3 
8. It is being recognised to an increasing degree that the Matriculation 
course of study is not equally suited to boys and girls, and efforts are being 
amade both by public opinion and by the Department to discover a suitable 
substitute for it, General interest has undoubtedly been aroused in the 
subject, and it may be hoped that a solution of the difficult problem of the 
most suitable curriculum for the education of girls above the primary stage 
will soon be evolved. The question is receiving the unremitting attentian 
af the Director of Public Instruction and his colleagues. 
9 Some improvement has been noticed this year in the standard of 
teaching in European schools, and a slight increase was found possible in the 
eallotnients for staff allowances from Imperial grants. The old Kidderpore 
Orphanage was transferred to the Calcutta Froe School and the Doveton 
College and Doveton Institution were wound up under the Doveton Trust 
Act, careful. provision being made for the perpetuation of the objects of 
the original endowments. A distinetive feature in the facilities for European 
education is the range of vocational classes available for women, due largely to 
‘the enterprise of the Young Women's Christian Association in Calcutta, 
10. The perceutage of Mabammadans among the school-going population 
increased during the period under review from 43'4 per cent. to 44°8 per cent. 
It, is “still, however, only in the primary stagos that the Muhammadan 
elethent. in our schools bears any relation to its proportion in the total 
population, as_it dwindles from 44 per cent. in primary institutions to 16°8 
cant. in high schools and 7°8 per cent. in colleges. This is attributed 
! iy to the poverty of the classes from which Muhammadan students are 
drawn. Madrassahs and maktabs alike increased in number and were more 
frequented than during the previous year. During the current year a scheme 
of studies drawn up by the Dacca University Commitiee for all madrasahs 
in’ Bengal, except the Calcutta Madrassah, has boen published by Govern- 
ment, anda recurring grant of Rs. 84,000 has been set apart from the 
Imperial grant of Rs. 1,50,000 to aid those madrassahs which may adopk this 
course, At the same time the cost of the maintenance of toverament 
madrassahs has been transferred from the Mohsin Fund to Provincial 
Revenues, the consequent savings in the fund being doyated tio the. provisjon 
of scholarships for Muhammadan students in colleges. It is_ believed that 
the appointment recently made of five special Assistant Inspectors for 
Muhammadan education wil go far to stimulate the keennoss for education 
already evinced by the Muhammadan community of this Province. Govern? 
mont awaits with interest. the report of the Mubammadan Educational Advisory 
Committge which concluded its sittings during the year under review. 
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11, ‘There appears to haye been a general awakening to their respon= 
lities regarding education among the backward races of the Chittagong 
ivision. Free education is given tothe boys and girls of the Hill Tracts-and 
to the Arakanese Maghs in Cox’s Bazar subdivision. The Government Weaving 
School at this subdivisional headquarters promises well, and it is proposed to 
establish here also a_training school for Magh teachers. Schemes for the 
extension of education among the Sonthals received the sanction of Govern- 
ment after the close of the year reviewed. Two classes of labourers, the 
education of whose children requires special treatment, are those employed on 
the mills along the Hooghly and on the tea gardens in the Jalpaigiri and 
Darjeeling districts. Special schools for these ehildren in the latter area were 
well attended, those of Darjeeling giving the best results ; and proposals for 
the education of the children of the Hooghly mill-hands were submitted to 
Government this year and have since been sanctioned. The question of 
imparting instruction to juvenile offenders has been under the consideration 
of vernment, and it is hoped that the special enquiry which is now being 
made into problems of this nature will lead to early developments. 

12. Imperial grants to the Department facilitated a considerable advance 
jn the provision of hostel accommodation both for colleges and schools. Sites 
were acquired for seme new hostels in Calcutta, and the balance of the 
special grant made for this purpose has now been amalgamated with the grant 
of 10 lakhs recently made by the Governinent of India to the Calcutta Univer- 
sity, to enable the University to take the fullest advantage of the sum placed 
‘at their disposal. Schemes for the erection of the hostels out of the total sum 
thus made available are now under the consideration of the University and of 
Government. The details of a new Hindu hostel for the Presidency College, 
to be erected at an approximate cost of 2$ lakhs, were sanctioned during the 
year, though construction has unfortunately to be deferred for want of funds. 
A new block for the Hindu Hostel at the Hooghly College was completed. 
The number of hostels has increased and there has been also an increase in 
the expenditure upon them. Out of this expenditure no less a swn than 
Rs. 9,14,980 was debited against Imperial grants in the year under report. 

18. Hygiene and physical training have received increased attention, and 
it is hoped that the recommendations of the committee appointed to study the’ 
hygienic condition of schools with a view to the utilisation of the Imperial 
grant for this purpose of Rs. 3,50,000, and an interesting report which has 
been submitted by the adviser on Physical Education, will prove the basis 
of definite reforms. ‘ . 

14. During the year there were few rey orted cases of breach of discipline, 
and a recurrence in the dissemination of seditious leaflets on the outbreak of 
the war appears to have had little prejudicial effect. The reports received 
on this subject are not, however, uniformly favourable, and it would be a 
mistake to suppose that the time has come when constant watchfulness on ithe 
part of parent and teacher and the vigorous condemnation by public opinion 
of instances of want of discipline among schoolboys can be dispensed with. 

15. Special action was taken during the year to assist the Director of 
Public Instruction to secure greater devolution of powers and duties from his 
office to those of Inspectors of Schools and other officers in order that he may 
be left. more free for the important work of inspection and general adminis- 
tration. ‘Other large administrative problems of alike nature are also’ bei 
dealt with, and the machinery for the administration of the Department, which 
has proved unequal to the increased pressure that has been put upon it, is 
being overhauled, “ corre 

16. The thanks of Government are due to the Director of Public 
Tnstruction for the notable sympathy, understanding and ability with which 
he has conducted the administration of the Education Department during the 
year and for his most interesting report.

94. During the year under review the number of Muhammadan statistiosor 
Muhammadan 


pupils in: institutions of all kinds for the education of Indians increased 
fr 766,042 to 803,589. Of these 686,086 were males and 117,503 females 
as against 654,150 and 101,892 in the preceding year. The Muhammadans 
constiture 44°8 per cent, of the total school population. Last year they 
‘constituted 43°4 per cent, Still the figure 44°8 per cont. is far below the 
figure 527 per cent., which isthe proportion which (Ne Muhammadan popula- 
tion bears to the total population of the Presidency. The percentage of 
Muhammadans in colleges is 7°8, in the high stage 168, in the middle 
stage 25°3, in the high and middle stages taken together 21'4, and 
in the primary stage 44°0, The corresponding figures for the last year 
were 7°2, 14°7, 25°0, 20°38 and 42°6, respectively. Thus, though the Muham- 
madans appear to have made some progress in every stage of education, this 
progress is still far from satisfactory, In secondary schools their number 
actually fell from 101,829 to 101,675. Their number also fell off in the 
‘engineering and training colleges and in the medical, engineering and surveying 
schools. In the technical and industrial schools, however, the number of 
Muhammadan pupils rose from 401 to 428, The paucity of Muhammadan 
pupils in the high and collegiate stages is to a great extent attributable 
to their poverty. The low price obtained for jute last year caused many 
of the cultivators to withdraw their boys from school.

104. There were 19 schools with 363 pupils in Jalpaiguri and 66 sehools 
with 1,561 pupils in Darjeeling for children of labourers employed in tea 8 
gardens.

‘Two different systems obtain in the two districts, and 
the question whether the Darjeeling system, which was reported to be working 
better, should not be extended to Jalpaiguri is under consideration. 

105. During the year proposals for the education of the children of Eausation oF 
labourers in the mills along the Hooghly were formulated and submitted to enidren. 
Government. Necessary sanction was received after the close of the year. 

The working of the scheme will be described in the next report. 


CHAPTER XII. 
Private Institutions. 

«106. During the year these institutions increased from 2,267 to 2,374, 
and their pupils from 59,861 to 62,922—51,836 boys and 11,086 girls—of 
whom 14,476 .were Hindus, 47.331 Muhammadans. the rest being of other 
races. The large number of Muhammadan pupils of these institutions is due 
to tHe fact that there were 95 advanced Arabic or Persian teaching institu- 
tions, mostly. unrecognized madrassahs, and 1,561 Koran schools or unrecog- 
nized maktabs. . 

JPhe most conspicuous private institution is the ‘ Santiniketan Brahma- 
charyya Asram" at Bolpur in Birbhum, which was founded by Sir Rabindra 
Nath Tagore. This school was visited by His ney the Governor during 
the'year. On March 81st, 1915. there were 167 pupils on its rolls. 


CHAPTER XiIIL. 
Physical and Moral Training. 

107. The number of hostels and boarding houses was 660 against 634 Hostets. 

of the preceding year, 594 for males and 66 for females, The number of 
“boarders was -21,760 against 21,073. The total expenditure incurred on . 
‘the maintenance of all the hostels was Rs. 21.31,419, of which Rs. 3,64,656 % 
came from Provincial Revenues ; Rs, 1,308 from District and Municipal funds, 
and.Rs. 17,65,460 from fees and other, sources. The corresponding figures 
for the preceding year were Rs, .19,64,084 ; Rs. 3,35,524 ; Re. 3,281 ahd 
Rs. 16,25,279, respectively, During: the year Imperial grants amounting to 
Rs. 9,14,980 (recurring and non-recurring) were spent on hostels. ;

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109. The!commititee appointed to conduct an enquiry into the hygionid 
eondition of schools ard colleges in connexion with the non-recarring 
Imperial grant of Rs, 3,50,000 submitted their recommendations -Uuring ‘the 
year, but it was not possible to: lay them before Government until after the » 
elose of the year. a ‘ 

The annual grant of Rs. 2,760 to the Young Men's: Christian Association 
towards the salary of the Physical Director was augmented during the year 
to Rs. 6.000 on the understanding that it shall be open to Government to 
terminate the arrangement, as soon as an officer is recruited in Government 
service for work of this nature, 

During the year Dr. Segard, the Adviser in Physical Education, ‘visited 
colleges and schools of all grades in almost all districts and submitted an 
interesting report. : 

The deputation of drill instructors for training under the Adviser in 
Physical Education is attended with excellent results. The old gystem of 
deshikasrat, which contains exercises likely to prove injurious to weaker boys, 
is being gradually displaced. 

A course in physical training for women teachers was held at the Youn 
Women’s Christian Association during the cold season. Both lectures =e 
démonstrations were held and the course was successful. 

110. During the year there were few reported cases of breach of discipline. 
After the conspiracy cases reported last year the prospect appeared to he 
brightening, and for a time the circulation of seditious pamphlets appeared to 
have ceased. But immediately after the outbroak of the war a wide and 
reckless dissemination of these leaflets began to reappear. The cam- 

aign appears to have had little or no effect. Some pupils of the Madaripur 

igh School gave trouble, but prompt and effective measures were ado; ted ‘to 
‘restore order. Some pupils of this school were also arrested for alleged 
complicity in politieal dacoities. 

Of discipline in our schools, Mr. Gunn, Inspector of Schools, Chittagong 








‘Division, reports :—“ Generally speaking, disciplino, «8 we understand it in 
English schools, is a thing unknown. This is due in part to the low social 
status to which a teacher's meagre ‘pay entitles him and in part to the 


sentimentalism of a system, which imposes fines instead of the cane. If 
discipline were properly enforced in the earlier stages, there might be some 
hope of introducing the prefect system with success.” 


CHAPTER XIV, ™ 


Conferences. +, = teem 


111. Noconference of educational officers was held during the year under 
the presidency of the Director of Public Instruetion.. Conferences of higher in- 
specting officers were held at divisional head-quarters and questions ragarding 
tho distribution and administration of board schoo's, distribution of Imperial 
grants to high.and middle schools, improvement of guru-training and middle 
schools, development.of maktabs and-madrassahs, etc., were discussed. Most 
of*the deputy inspectors of schools also held conferences of sub-inspectors 
at their district head-quarters to discuss educational matters relating to their 
respective areas. 


CHAPTER XV. 


Text-Book Committees, 


112. There are still two separate text-book committees in the presidency, 
‘one at Calcutta and the other at Dacca, During the year under report 231 
‘books were approved by the Calcutta Committee. while the Dacca Committee 
reported on 54 books only out of 181. The arrears are partly due to the 
death of two non-official Hindu members and partly to the delay in 
‘submitting opinions on books by some of the members.

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MONTHLY WEATHER AND ( 
. NOVEMBER 1915. 


I. Character of the Season.—During the month under review the 
rainfall was in excess of the normal thronghont the Province excepting in’ 
Nadia, Jessore, Jalpaiguri, Pabna, Mymensingh, Faridpur, Tippera. Noakbali 
and Cooch Behar, where the fall was slightly in defect. The nsual rainfall - 
statement is appended, 


Il. Progress of Agricultural operations—The preparation of land for 
and the sowing of rabi crops were in progress. The operations were 
facilitated by the rainfall during the third week of the month. Harvesting 
of the early varieties of winter paddy was also commenced. 


TIL. State of standing crops.—The state of the winter paddy crop 
continued to be generally satisfactory excepting in parts of the Burdwan 
and Bankura districts, where its condition was reported to be unfavourable 
owing to the insufliciency of ge ae during the preceding months. In 
parts of the Dacca district also the crop on low land fared badly on account 
of the unusually heavy floods in September last. The state of the crop on 
high lands was, however, highly satisfactory. ‘ 

TV. Prospects and probable outturn.—The prospects of the winter rice 
crop and sugarcane were, on the whole, fairly good. The general outlook of 
the spring crops was hopeful. ‘ 

V. Damage to standing crops—No reports of damage to the standing 
crops were reported from any district. 

VI. Condition of Agricullural Stock—The condition of agricultural’ 
stock was reported to be fair. From the weekly reports it appeared that the 
number of districts where cattle disease existed during the month varied 
from 2 to 7, 

VIL. Failure of pasturage and Fodder.—FKodder Was reported to be 
insufficient in parts of Faridpur, Mymensingh and Tippera. 

* VIET. Prices of Food-grain.—During the second fortnight of the month 
under review the price of common rice rose in three districts, fell in fourteen 
and remained stationary in the rest. It varied from 6 seers a rupee at 
Siliguri to 12 seers a rupee at Contai, : 

IX, Condition of the Agricultural people—The condition of the agri- 
cultural population throughout the Province was fair except in Bankura, 
Noakhali, ‘lippera and in parts of the Dacca district where some amount of 
distress existed during the month. Gratuitous relief and agricultural loans 
continued to be given in those places. The District Board road works and 
test works also found employment for the labouring classes.

Shipments trom Burma of paddy and rice rose from 357,000 maunds 
and 2,544,000 maunds in April to June 1914 to 1,979,000 maunds and 
5,810,000 maunds, respectively, in the corresponding mohths of 1915. Des- 
patches of jute, especially from Rangpar, Dacca and Bihar and Orissa inereas~ 
ed during the same periods from 170,000 bales to 486,000 bales ; of wheat 
from the United Provinces increased from 684,000 maunds to 2,170,000 
maunds ; of gunny-bags from Hooghly and the 24-Parganas from 61 million 
bage to 69 millions ; and of Indian piece-goods from Bombay and Madyas from

2. Changes in area and in administtation—Vhere was only a smalk * 
change in the actual areas under the ‘different classes of forest due to the 

_ inclusion of 220 acres in the Rehti Forest Reserve in Jalpaiguri. Small areas. 
siggregating 26 acres of reserved forests in the Darjeeling and Kurseong 
Divisions were transferred to the management of the Civil and Puilie Works 
Departments without being disforested. 

. 3. Reservation and demarcation—The settlement work in «connection 
with the Chiko and Poro extensions to the Buxa Reserved Forests was. 
finished during the year. Effect has been given to these extensions since 
the close of the year. . nee 

‘The proceedings of the Forest Settlement Officer relating to theepropesed 
extension of the “iti Reserve in Jalpaiguri have been completed and ithe 
matter is under the consideration of Government. fe hs 

As noticed in the last year’s Resolution, the work of demarcation in 
the Chittagong Hill Tracts continues to be slow. This is attributed ‘to 
the natural difficulties ofthe work and ‘to the ‘difficulties im providing labour. 
The attention of the Divisional Forest Officer has been drawn to the 
necessity for taking more active measures to overcome those difficulties ; 
and he has been asked to stake full-advantage of that season of the year 
which is most suitable for the work. 

4, Working-plans.—No wew working-plans were sanctioned during 
the year. 5 

The deviations from the sanctioned working-plans have been explained 
by the Conservator in his report. ; 

. * Orders for an early revision of the working-plans for the Jalpaiguri 
and Buxa ‘sal and ‘khajr-sisso forests ‘haye ‘been received as ‘a’ restlt of 
the inspection of the Inspeetor-General of ‘Forests and the visit ‘of the 
Sylviculturist to the forests during the year. It has been definitely 
established that in sal forests with evergreen undergrowth natural repro- 
duction cannot be successful, and it has been decided to adopt the policy 
of artifieial regeneration in landicleared for thespurpose. 

5. Communications and buildings—Some..progress has been: made vin 
the improvement of eommunications and buildings. “Thirteen ‘miles of -cart 
road, 32 miles of bridlé-path and 18 miles .of footpath .were constructed 
during the year. The total expenditure on ‘communications “amounted ‘to 
Its, ‘98,987 Apaitiet Rs, 142,182 itt’ theprovious year. 

The ‘total expenditure on new buildings and repairs amounted “to 
Rs. 39,264 and-Rs, 22,789, respectively, against Rs. 31,756 and Rs. 20,297 
in the prévious year. 

6. Protection.—There ‘was a ‘considerable deereaserin the stotal number 
‘Of forest offences reported during the year, the number being $)835 against. 
2,171 in the previous year. : E 

Thevarea in which fire protection was attempted during ‘the “year 
“compriséd 459/987 ‘acres vand the spereentage of suecessful “protection was 
over 98. In the hill forests the fire season was longer than isual‘owing 
to absence of rain in the winter, but in the plain forests the season was 
a favourable one. he area burnt over amounted to 6,143 acres against 
5,764 acres in the previous’ year. ‘In the ‘Baxa “Division the fires have 
been more numerous and destractive-than in the previous year. The causes 
of the great majority of the fives were not ascertained and unless .the 
¢auses are known, it is difficult to decide the steps to be taken for their 
prevention. 

There was iio Uhange darilg'the year inthe area open ‘to grazing. ‘The 
measures taken by the Forest Department to prevent injury to forests 
by cattle are fencing, reduction in the number of grazing permits. control 
of grazing by the use of metal discs in Jalpaiguri-.and \Buxa Forest 
Divisions, establishment of pounds and the detection and punishment of 
illicit. grazing. The disc system. for distinguishing cattle ed under 
permit continues to give satisfactory control in Jalpaiguri and Tacs.

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Phe F logist continued | rostigations ‘into insuct attacks 

in Jalpaiguri and ‘Buxa Forests. Mis investigatjons -have inereased the 

_ stock of information regarding insect pests jing sul and have also led 
to the discovery of a parasitic root fungus which is very widely distributed 
throughout the sai forests in the plains. The information about the life 
history of this root fungus is at-present incomplete and the Conservator has 
been Ss dn to make arrangement for carrying on the investigations into ~ 
its life history-and to adopt other aeasures recommended by the Inspector- 
General of Forests. The Governor in Council regards the discovery of this 
fungus @s one of the most important features inthe record of the year’s work. 

The Forest Zoologist visited also the Sundarbans to study the insects 
affecting sundri. 

7. Exploitation—Minor forest produce cgptinued to be disposed. of 
generally under permits at fixed rates. 

During the year coneessions were granted to Messrs. Shaw, Wallace &” 
Co, of Calcutta for the collection of nettle fibre from certain plants -in.the 
reserved forests ofthe Darjeeling digtrict. , 

‘A-sample.of lpinie-Allughas was tested/at the Titaghur Paper Mills. 
It yielded a long strong fibre, but it was found unsuitable for making white 
qmpercasit-bleackes badly. Mr. Raitt, the Cellulose, Fibre Expert at the 
Forest Resoarch Institute, Dehra Dun, however. considers that it »would be 
good fortextilose. - 

The jlast season's Khedda ,opetations conducted ,by the .Maharaja of 
Gooch Behar under agreements resulted in the capture pf 47 elephants.

8.% General.—The number of persons reported’ to have been killed, by 
tigers in the: Sundarbans qvas 79 against 81 inthe previous year and the 
number of tigerskilled during the year was. 3. 

Rules to-regulatp. hunting, shooting and. fhing within the reserved aid 
protected forests:in Bengal were published uring, the year. 

‘The question of arranging locally for the training of Forest Rangers. is 
under;the consideration of this\Government.and of ,the Government, ot India. 
It is proposed to enlarge the Kurseong-Forest. Sehool where students for 
‘Bengal:and Assam will be:trained. 

9. Finaneial-results:—During the year under ,review;the total revenue 
fell from Rs. 16,37,469,in 191314 .to Rs. 11,99,702, .while the expenditure 
increased from Rs. 645,035 to Rs. 6,72,004, and the surplus..amounted.to 
Rs. 5,27,698 against Ks. 9,92,434 in the preceding year. ‘The lange decrease 
in receipts; is due:toshortage:in sales, of timber in the Sundarbans, Jalpaiguri 
and Bia oret Divisions on account of bad market conditions.and low 
prices obtained for part of the timber that was sold. 

10. ‘The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to Mr. Muriel for 
hiseareful-and efficient:administration of the ,Department during the. year. 
HigExcelleney in Council notices with pleasure the commendatory remarks 
on the work of the officers of the department contained in Chapter IV of the 
Report. zc

Letter No. 6079, dated the 7th October £915, fromthe Vice-Chairman, Port Cominissioners, Caloutta, 


submitting the Administration Report of the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta for the year 
1914-15. 





Income-—The income of the Trust during the year amounted to 
Res. 1,44,50,349 as against Rs, 1;58,28,715, the estimate for the year, and 
Rs. 1,51.28,435, the income of the previous year. The deerease was due to 
the war which exercised its depressing influence on the trade of the port 
during the whole of the year excepting the first four months. During these 
dour months the revenues maintained steady progress, showing an advance of 
‘Rs. 1,81,000 over the corresponding months of the previous year. During 
the rest of the year the falling off in the trade affected the revenues’ of the 
* Trust to an average extent of Rs. 2 lakhs a mopth. To meet this situation 
the Commissioners, with the concurrence of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, 
introduced, with effect from the Ist February 1915, a temporary War Surtax 
on all sea-borne exports and impdits except coal and pig-iron, the reason for 
the exemption of these articles being that there had been forward contracts 
with buyers for the whole of #he year 1915-16. A similar charge was 
imposed on the shipping of the port by enhancing to the extent of 50 per 
vent. the miscellaneous charges payable by vessels. The contributions from 
these sources helped the revenues of the ‘Trust to an approximate extent of 
Rs. 24 lakhs per month. The Commissioners have decided to introduce the 
surtdx on coal and pig-iron from the Ist April 1916.° These ‘deferred 
charges are estimated to yield an additional Rs. 30,000 per mensem. 
The following figures illustrate the effect of the war on the, trade of the 
port during the year under review:—

® The figures show that only in the case of imports landed at the docks 
was there an increase which was due to the heavy importations of rice from 
Burma during January. February and March. 
There was also a marked decline in the coasting traffic handled in the 
stream and in the traffic of the Inland Vessels Wharves. 
fiture—The expenditure on Revenue account amounted to 
Rs.«1,55,38,839 as inst the estimate of Rs. 1,58,00.790 and Rs. 1,56,61,451, 
the expenditure of the previoug year. There was thus a deficit of 
Re. 10,88,490 on the year's working. This sum has been ¢arried forward as 
a debit balance instead of being mot from the Revenue Reserve Fund, which 
had acredit balance of Rs. 21,75,321 at the close of the year.» The state of 
the market made it inexpedient to realise securities held by the Fund. The 
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decrease in expenditite as compared with the previous year was due partly 


‘to the deereased cost of labour onghe smaller trafic handled and. partly to 
the restriction of expenditure on renewals and repairs. 

‘The traffic as well as the receipts and expenditure under the more 
important heads are compared below, with reasons for variations where 
necessa " * 

Jejties—During the year 212 vessels with an aggregate gross tonnage 
of 1,247,392 were accommodated at the jetties as against 254 vessels with a 
tonnage of 1,527,842 in the previous year. The total earnings amounted to 
Rs. 1g,69,087 as against Rs. 21,90,723. Whe principal cause of this decline 
was {he vessation of imports of iron’ from German ports and from Antwerp 
previously carried by vessels of the Hansa and Hamburg-Amerika lines. 
Thera wagg great decline in Pioggegous also and alkthe other chief articles 
of import, such as railway’ materials, machinery. cement, hardware and 
cutlery, showed a marked decrease. There were other factors also which 
materially gffected the traffic of ‘the jetties, such as the general dislocation 
caused by the war, the restrictions Biacns upon exports from the United 
Kingdom, the shortage of tonnage due to the taking up of vessels by Govern 
ment for transport purposes and the consequent high rates of freight. 

‘s.— During the year 1,160 vessels were berthed at the docks, of which 
108 were Government transports, as against 1,220 vessels in the previous 
year. ‘The decrease was principally in the “class of vessels that enter the 
docks empty and load coal and general exports. A noticeable feature. of the 
dock traffic of the year was the heavy importations of Burma rice, which 
exceeded those of the previous year by more than 300,000 tons. AH the 
other main items of traffic, with the exception of tea, in which there was ‘an 
increase of 10,000 tons,“show a marked falling off. The principal loss was,’ 
however, in coal shipments, which fell from over 3 million to less than 23 
million tons, the reason of this being that the traffic to the west of India 
was diverted from the sea to the all-rail route owing to unfavourable state 
of the sea-freight.” The total decrease injthe dotk traffic, both imports and$ 
exports, amounted to over 600,000 tons. , 

Petroleum Wharf, Budge-Budge—The petroleum wharf at Budge-Budge 
received 115 vessels for discharge of oil as against 144 in the previous 
year. ‘The total revenue of the depét améunted to Rs. 4,26,287, or Bs, 11,258 
Jess than in the previous year, and the total expenditure to Rs. 39,683. 

Tea Warehouse.—The business done in the Sale Tea Warehouse 
amounted to 798,775 chests—a defi¢iency of 162,659 as compared with the 
previous year. The decrease was due mainly to the absence of Russian 
buyers who were anable to arrange finaveos owing to the dislocation caused 
hy the war. The revenue of the warehouse was not, however, materially 
affected, as there were increased receipts under storage charges. 

Inland Vessels Wharves—The revenue derived from the wharves 
amounted to Rs. 4,26,979 as compared with Rs. 5,229,444 in the previous 
year, both exports and imports dealt with at the wharves showing a con- 
siderable decrease. 

Ferry Service—Tho number of passengers carried during the year 
show a decrease of 3°3 per cent,, as compared with the previous year. The 
earnings, however, slow a small improvement of 1°6 per cent., owing to the 
introduction of revised rates of fare on the southern section of the service 
from the Ist November 1914. The nett result of the year's working was a 
surplus of Rs. 23,802 of receipts over working expenses, excluding intgrest 
and depreciation charges on capital, to meet which an additional revenue to 
the extent of Rs. 14 lakhs would be required. 

Port and Port approaches—In the year under review 1,428 vessels 
entered the port as against 1,650 vessels in the previous year. The income of 
the port shows a decrease of Rs. 54,000, and the income of the port approaches, 
which is derived mainly from the port dues on shipping, was Rs. 95,000,below 
that of the previous year, 

Improvement of navigable channels.—lsoth the dredgers Balari and

In addition to these assets the Commissioners haye atytheir 
disposal three other funds accumulated out of revenue, The total amoupt at 
credit of these funds at the close of the year was Rs. 33,38,011. om 
The leave preparatory retirement granted to Sir F. G, Dumayne 
expired in March 1915, and the Hon'ble Mr. H. J. Hilary previously officiating 
in the post was appointed to succeed him. The thanks of Government are 
due to the Port Commissioners and. specially to the Hon'bla Mr. C. J. 
Stevenson-Moore, ¢.v.0., who wag, Chairman during the whole of the y

Area -—Vilseods are principally grown in the Rajshahi, Dacca antl 
Presidency Divisions. In the other two divisions the area under the erops. is 
small. The total area under the erops, sown up to now, this year (excépting 
sesamum to which separate forecasts are devoted) amounts to 1,513,400 aeres, 
as against 1,540,400 acres. reported at the corresponding forecast of last year, 
or a deerease of 27.000 acres. The most noticeable decrease is in Dacea due 
to high floods. 

Character of the Season.—'The rain/all in the months of September 

i and October though defective was general thyouglout the Proyince. Conse- 
quently sufficient’ moisture was left in the soil, and this helped the sowings 
to a great extent which generally took place at the normal "time. »There 
were good showers of rain in the third week of November which generally 
favoured the growth of the crops.

the year. es 

3. Payment of revenue and gesses—ho total amount of revenue and 
cesses, Including arrears due to Government from the estates under manage- 
ment, was nearly Rs. 14 lakhs, of which nearly Rs. 124 lakhs or, 88°0 per cent. 
was paid, against 91°5 per cent. in the previous year. The heaviest balances 
were due from the Pachetgarh estate in Midnapore and the Tagore and 
Mukharji estates in the 24-Parganas. They are attributed to failure of crops 
in the first two estates and to want of funds and payment of sonie extra- 
ordinary charges in the third estate. 

4. Rent and cesses due to’ superior landlords.—There was an improve- 
ment in the payment of rent and cesses due to superior landlords, th 
percentage of payment on the amoupt due being 78°83 against Y1°6 in the 
preceding year. The non-payment of the balance of Rs. 1,283,199 out of a 
total demand of Rs. 5,96,470 is said to be due mainly to disputes as to title 
and interest among superior landlords, delay in the adjustment of accounts 
on, the part of the superior landlords, and their refusal to accept payment of 
the wards’ shares separately from that of other co-sharers jointly liable., f 
*" 5. Collection of ‘rent and s.—The percentage of collections on 


current demand fell to 84°7 from 99°9 in the preceding year. Tho standard * 


of 100 per cent. was exceeded only inthe Chittagong Division, viz., 103°, 
the lowest percentage (69'4) being in tho Rajshalfi Division. The low per- 
centage is chiefly atiributed to the dislocation of the jute trade in consequence 
of the European war and to bad harvests. The outstanding balances due to 
all estates aggreate over 564 lakhs, or 135°6 per cent. on the current demand, 
against 119°6 per cent. in the previous year. The balances increased in all 
the divisions. » > 

The numbers of civil suits and certificates filed during the year for .» 
recovery, of, rent and cesses due to wards’ estates increased by 285 and » 








 °2,854, respectively, over those of the previous year. Although 2,854 civil 


suits wereslisposed of out of 4,841 cases for disposal, little more than a fourth 
of the decretal amount was realized: Of the total number of certificates for 
disposal more than half were disposed of, and 54°4 per cent. of the total claim 
was realized against 52°] per cent. in the preceding year. 

6. Debts of estates.—The li liabilities of the estates under the 
management of the Court of Wards during the year were over 92 lakhs, of 
which a little over 3} lakhs were paid off. More than 83 lakhs are. still 
due from eight heavily encumbered estates. The foreclosure suit brought by 
the mortgagees of the Tagore Estate is still pending, and the liabilities of the 
estate have risen to over 19 lakhs mainly through the accrual of interest. 
Out. of the b&lance of debts of 244 lakhs due by the Bhawal ostate, the 
undisputed claims amount to about 8$ lakhs. The progress of the 
liquidation of the debts of estates has in many cases been retarded by the 
difficulty of collection of rents ands cesses caused by the depression in the 
jute trade. , 

7. Cost of management and expenditure on %mprovements.—The cost of 
management was 12'4 per cont. of ‘the current demand against 12°6 per cent. 
in the previous year. The standard of 10 por cent, wasSexceeded in all the 
divisions, though in the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions the excess was 
only ‘3 per cent. The high cost in certain estates is only temporary and will 
be reduced when the survey and settlement operations in those estates are 
over. In other estates efforts are being made to reduce tho high cost where

The schemes framed 
for agricultural demonstrations in the Janbazar and Ggbardanga estates 
in the 24-Pazganas were riot cagried out. and the money provided for such 
demonstrations in the 'Tippera jon of the Kasimbazar estate was allowed 
to lapse, The Governor in Ci ‘il recognizes that in the estates which 
are heavily encumbered it is, difficult to find funds for demonstrations, 
and that where the estate acqgunts aye in confusion the firste call on 
the time of Collectors and Managers is made in the interest alike of proprie= 
tors and tgnents by the duty of putting the accounts straight. His 
Excellency desires, however, that where circumstances permit, the Bdurd 
will impress upon. Collectors and the Managera of estates the necessity 
for greater.and more continuous activity in this directign and the need 
for eldser go-operation with the officers of the Agricultural Department. 
It should also be made clear that the proper policy to pursue in wards’ 
estates is the demonstration of definite*results already known, and not 
the undertaking of new experiments. 

8. Bdueation of wards—Due gttention was paid to the education 
of wards with satisfactory results.” In accordance with .the scheme to 
give minors under the Court of Wards some training in survey ani settle- 
ment work before release of their estates, two wards attended the training 
camp during the field season of 1914-15. 

.9, The thanks of the Governorsin Council are due to the Board for 
its efficient adtuinistration of the estats under the Court of Wards. Mbiss 
Cornelia Sorabji, the Lady Assistant to the Court of Wards, did much 
useful work in giving the ladies of the zenanas of wards’ estates the 
benefit of her advice ahd in looking, after the well-being of those ladies 
as well as of the minor wards, The food work of the Managers mentioned 
in the Report will"be noted. .

‘The Report of the Department of Agriculture, Bengal, for the year ending the 30th June 1915 

Stafi--Mr. J. R. Blackwood, 1.¢8., was in charge of the department 
throughout the year. Mr. K. McLean, who was selected for the newly 
sanctioned post of Second De) uty Diredtor of Agriculture, Bengal, arrived in 
India on the 28th October 1914, and after three months’ training at Pusa, 
joined at Dacca on the 29th January 1915, and was placed in charge of the 
farms (with the exception cf Kalimpong Farm) and’ of demonstration work 
inthe Dacea, Chittagong and Rajshahi'Divisions. Mr. F. Smith, who worked 
as Deputy Director of Agriculture for fhe whole province up to, 29th January 
sid 5, was, after the arrival of Mr. MeLean, put in charge of the demonstration 

e and farms in the two divisions of West Bengal, together with the farm 

alimpong. Messrs. H. EB. Anuett and G. P. Hector continued to work as 
Past a Chemist and Economics Botanist, respectively, throughout the 
year, and Mr. R. S. Finlow returned ‘from leave on the 29th July 1914 and 
resumed the duties of Fibre Expert. 

The development of the department demands a further increase in the 
superior controlling staff and the appoigtment of a Third Deputy Director of 
Agriculture, but like other new schemes this will have to await an improye- 
ment in the financial situat: 

‘As observed in the last year’s Resolution, the sanctioned cadve of the 
Provincial and Subordinate Agr Itural Services is a tentative one, providing 
for the immediate requirements ofthe department. Experience has 
establislied the necessity of revising tHle.scheme. and the Governor in Council 
is considering. in consultation withthe Director of Agriculture, on what 
lines the revision should be effected. “There is now a Superintendent of 
Agriculture for each division, and there are ten district agricultaral 
officers. 

2. Agr ienltural education: —Only five students from Bengal appeared at 
the Diploma Examination of the Sabour Agricultural College held in Marth 
1915, Of the four students wh6 obtained diplomas, two have secured 
appointments under the Governmént of Bihar and Orissa as supernumerary 
agriculturists, and another has beengiven a temporary: appointment in this 
provinee. Tho number of Bengal Helms in the first, second and third 
year classes of the college are 35 and 2. respectively. One student who was 
sent to Pnsa in 1914 has complet his training in agriculture and has now 
taken.up the mycological course. “Anew scholarship of Rs. 30 for two years 
was sanctioned during the year whder. report, but it is vacant as the 
candidate selected failed to jom at therlast moment. 

The scheme for giving a short eourse of practical training in scientific 
agriculture on the Dacca Farm to the sons of zamindars, noticed in the last 
Resolution, has met with the nee of the East Bengal Landholders’ 
Association, but has not evoked niu interest elsewhere. The Governor i in 
Council is now considering the scheme in fuller detail, but this is another 
seheme which will have to wait for better times. 

Rules relating to the duties of fieldmen-demonstrators were issued during 
the year undé® report. ‘These rules*provide that a demonstrator will undergo 
training on an agricultural farm for a year, during which he will reéeive 
instruction in all ordinary agricultural operations as well as patent trating 
in demonstration work. Sopris 
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* Whe report of the result of the * Naturo Study,” which forms part of the 
etriculum of primary sehools, is far from encouraging. The Governor in, 
Gouneil is, however, glad to notice that the matter was discussed at a, 
conference held at Rangpur with the Director of Public Instruction, and, that 
some teachers of guru-training and circle schools have returned to their, 
schools after receiving some training in the subject at the Dacca Training, 
Gollege. lis Excellency in Council, while awaiting the result of this train-, 
-ing, desires that the Director of jculture should keep himself in close 
communication with the Director of Public Instruction on the subject, There 
is material for the study and observation of gature by children in the dtverse. 
‘trees and crops of the Presidency, which can be made uso of without, 
aavtificial sirliape if the teachers know how to go about their work, and the 
alsenco of applitnees should mot. retard the use of these objects. m 

3. Research and experiment at agricultural stationss—The reports. of 
tthe scientific officers of the department have, since last year, been published» * 
ain a separate ‘yolame, a summary being given in the general report of the 
departmeut. The Fibre Expert concentrated bis attention on the important. 
«question of jute seed selection. "At the bezinning of the present season he: 
ihad enoagh seed of his “ pare-line culture,” to sow about 1,000 acres, but thé 
+* demand for improved seed has not been as much as was expected. Compari- 
son is being made, im many places, between Mr. Finlow's selected seed and 
ithe raiyats’ seed, and the result is bein; efully watche: It will be 
necessary to establish a marked superiority of the “ pure-line culture” 
soed over the seed used bby the raiyats' before a kwon demand can be expected. 
The Gevernor in Gouncil observes that on: the Rajshahi Farm the capsulariss 
or East Bengal. jute gave an outéurn of 8} maunds per acre, compared with 

194 maunds obtained from olitorius ‘whieh is ordinarily grown in the Rajshahi ‘ 

Division, a result whieh emphasizes the need for separate consideration of the 

best seed Jer each distinct tract. Mr. Minlow also continued his investiga- 

tions into ithe manuriag of jute. Particular attontjon was given to the acid 
red soils oftthe Dacca Farm, and it has been definitely proved that lime and 
bonemeéal, togethor with cowdung, produce a marked increase not only in the: 

-outturn of jute but also o r tag it) "The Govecate 

¢ of j so of a crop of nfhstard following it. The Governor’ 
in Council as glad to seo that Mr. Finlow has during this season applied’ 
bonemeal and lime to ithe raiyats’ fields.” Successful results obtained 1a the 
raiyats’ fields are likely to carry more conviction with the public than reeult 

obtained im the fare. \Tho recommenditions made by the Board of Agr 
culture in 1911 in regard to the sugar industry are being closely followed. 

Mr. Annet, the Agricultural Chemist, has been carrying on experiments with 

certain varieties of sugarcane on the Dacca Farm and some encour: i 

results have been obtained. With a view to surveying the canes een 

this province 14 varieties wero tried last year at the Dacoa Farm, This yaar 

44 other varieties from different distriets have been added to the imbse 

ais hoped that all the varieties grown in this Presidency will soon have be 

eolleeted, studied and classified. The importance of the sugar industry, Has 
inereased since the outbreak of the European war, and the Agricultural De iets 

ment has taken steps to encourage the re-establishment of the “adantty a‘ E 

producing sugar from the date-palm. Owing to the competition of iny en a 

sugar a consideraale number of trees have in geceut years béon left iat ie 

Mr. Annett, who has made a special study of the subject, made a tour of th ‘ 

central districts of the Presidency in order to axamine the situation and ie 

advise district officers aud persons interested in the industry as to the acti 

to be taken for increasing the outturn ‘of date-sugar. A’ small hee 

is being imported frqm America for the proluétion of maple-sugar. This 

pert will deal rapidly with the juice of a large number of date trees, 
r. Hector, the Economie Botanist, complete, the survey of the transplanted 
aman paddy of Kast Bengal and began testing several kinds on a practical 

scale. One of the varieties was tried both on the Dacca Farm oi in a 

neighbouring cultivators’ fields, and very hdpiiul results followed. Attempts 

to devise some medns of combating the w/ra disease of rice were gontinued 
ceed Ghia and the Dacc& districts, but’ no definite results have been 
ai Thowgh it is doubtful whether any kind of paddy is immune 






















from the , Some varieties’ appear more likely to escape than others 
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owing to their ripening early in the season before the,attacks of ufra 
becorhe virulent. This disease is a source of serious loss and requires 
unremitting attention. On the minor farms experimental work has been 
carried out mainly in connection with jute, paddy and sugareane. 

4: Rangpur Datry Farm.—This farm was started with the object of 
improving the breed ‘of indigenous cattle, Subsidiary objects in yiew are 
to demonstrate the possililities of mixed farming,,and to prove that dairy 
farming can be conducted at a profit, r 

The method which has been adopted is to collect cows of different 
kinds from various parts of the Presidency and to keep a careful record of 

» their milk yields with a view to rhultiplying the species which give the best 
yields. This method has been subjected to criticism as not having in view 
the establishment of a fixed type. In its favour it has Leen urged that 
there is no indigenous breed of cattle in Bengal, but that the supply is kept 
up by importing animals from elsewhere, that owing to climate and a bad 

* system of cattle management a superior race of cattle will not thrive in 
Bengal under present conditions, and that the best prospect of success is 
to be looked for in selecting from animals which have best been able to 
withstand their environment. The farm fas recently been visited by His 
Rxcellency, and the subjéct of the future policy is under consideration. 
There are now 111 cows at the farm, and in some cases satisfactory yields of 
milk have been recorded.+ The cultivation of sugarcane is being extended, 
and with the provision of an engine for crushing the cane it is expected that 
the farm will prove financially profitable. : 

5. Agricultural associations.—The “Director's report enumerates the 
- aitaraa bee undertaken by the members of the several divisional and 

istrict agricultural associations. The success of these demonstrations was 
Kimited in many cases by want ‘of rain in September and October. The 
Governor in Council takes this opportunity of recording his appreciation of 
the efforts of the members to bring before their countrymen the advantages 
of selected seed and improved methods. ¢ 

* 6. Demonstrations conducted by the department.—There has been a 
considerable expansion of the demonstrating staff, and steady progress has 
been made in all the main items*of demonstrations, viz.. the effect of 
bonemeal on paddy and jute, the introduction of superior varieties of seed, 
seed selection, conservation of cowdting, the use of improved agricultural 
implements, and growing of dhaineha, sunnhemp and cow-peas as a green 
manure. The purchase of honemeal manure by co-operative societies for the 
use of the members constitutes an important feature in the year's work, and 
the Governor in Council desires that very effort should be made to show to 
members of co-operative societies, both in the farms and in the fields of 
raiyats, the results obtained by the Agricultural Department. A co-operative 
society not only affords means for dissemination of knowledge among a large 
number of people, buf also enable raiyats to make use of improved methods 
by advancing the money, without which the increased expenditure would in 
many cases be an insurmountable obstacle. 

Sericulture—During the. year under report the Director of Agri- 
culture submitted a revised scheme for saving the silk industry in Bengal. 
The original scheme was to supply all the seed cocoons necessary for the 
province from Government nursegies with a view to eliminate disease, 
and it was estimated that 19 central Government nurseries, with seyen 
rearing-houses in each, would be required for the purpose. In pursuance of 
the ccheme, seven such central nurseries have already been established. 
A census of mulberry fields which was taken during the year, however, 
showed that 22 central nurseries would be required to meet.the needs of the 
whole province. In coffsideration of the heavy cost of the schemé and in 
view of the fact that the Governments of France, Italy, Japan and China 
do not supply the ontire seed required, but that the principal quantity is 
supplied “in those countries throb projessional rearers working under 
Government supervision, the eye: 8 of Agriculture has pri in his 
tevised scheme that only one-third of ‘the total demand arioalel tie eoedeeet in 
,Government narseries and that the remainder should be reared by selected 




















rofessional rearers under the supervision of the Agriculture Department. 


‘he whole question of the future polity in aiding the silk industry is held in 
abeyance pending the result of the enquiries now being conducted by 
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Mr. H. M. Lefroy, the mperial Silk Specialist, The causes underPying the 
decline of this industry are, howevgr, probably more deep-seated than the 
want of healthy seed cocoons, and include the,oitsting of mulberry by crops 
which have increased in value, the appearance of substitutes for silk, and 
the defects in the indigenous methods of rearing, . 

The hybridising experiments, which were being carried, on by M. F. 
Grangepn before he left for military duty in France, are being continued 
by Mr. P. C. Chaudhuri, Superintendent of the Berhampore Central 
Nursery. These experiments as well as those conducted by Miss Cleghorn 
are reported to give promise of successfuleresults. It is satisfactory’to notice 
that pwo students of the sericultural class attached to the Berhampore 
Central Nurgery, after having passed the final examination, have construcged 
model foataidy houses.with the money ‘they received as rewards and have 
started rearing on scientific lines. 

8. Fishertes—During the year under report, Mr. 'T. Southwell, the 
Deputy* Dirgctor of Fisheries, has drawn up an interesting note under the title 
“Report on Fishery Investigations in Bengal, and Bihar and Orissa, with 
recommendations for future wa@rk.” The ‘note, which has been published as 
Bulletin No. 5 of the Fishery Department, contains a very clear stateniontiof 
the progress hitherto made in the department as well as a full programme of 
future work. My. Southwell’s, work during the past four years has mainly 
been confined to a comprehensive survey.of the fishery problems of the two 
provinces, and is now reaching a stage at which valuable results are likely to 
be obtained. he principal part .of the work done hitherto has been in 
connection with carp and filsa, and the main lines on which definjte 
improvements fire expected are—increasing the supply of fish’ by artificial 
cultivation, preserving the existing supply of fish by preventing practices 
‘which’ tend ‘to sdiniiush “it, “and ‘improving the’ organization of the Sshery 
industry by introducing*co-operation among fishermen and remoying obs- 
tacles which hinder the industry. Now that the department has been 
provided with a steam-launch. Mr. Southwell wil? be able to study effectively 
the problem of the breeding grounds of Ailsa and to begin the work of a 
systematic survey of the fisheries of. the Sundarbans. Mr. Southwell’s 
investigations have brought to notice the unsatisfactory conditions under 
which fishermen carry on their industry and the extent to which the profits 
are absorbed by middlemen, to the detriment alike of the fishermen and of 
the public. Measures are being taken for establishing co-operative societies 
among fishermerf, and though rapid progress cannot be expected, the scheme 
is one which affords prospects of beneficial results, The statistics of the 
import of fish into Calcutta showed a large decrease, which is probably due, 
in part, to greater consumption in the neighbourhood of the fisheries. ; 

9.) The jute forecast—The yoar under report is the fourth year in 
which the jute forecast has been based on a detailed census prepared by 
panchayats of the area under jute cultivation in each union. The experience 
which has been gained by the panchayats and by the officers engaged in 
checking the returns is believed to have assisted materially in the elimination 
of error as regards aréa, and continued crop-cutting experiments have led to 
more accurate estimation of outturn, The Governor in Council is satisfied 
that the jute forecasts now afford a substantially accurate estimate of the 
crop. ‘The improvements, which have beén offected in this important subject, 
are the results of Mr. Blackwood’s efforts, and the Governor in Council has 
pleasure in acknowledging their value, 

The checking of the forecast imposes heavy labour on the staff of the 
department at a time of the year when agricultural operations are at their 
busiest, apd the Gbvaraer in Council recognizes thatthe time spent on the 
forecast is lost to purely agricultural work. Under present fiaancial eondi- 
tions it is*not practicable to increase thé establishment, but the question of a 
redistribution of work on the lines which will involve the least »pgssible 
interference with purely agricultural wqrk is under consideration.

‘Tue Major Irrigation Works in Bengal are the Midnapore and Hijili 
Tidal Canals. These works are in operation. The Minor Works .for raviga- 
tion are the Calcutta and Eastern Canals, the Madaripur Bhil Ohanndl, a 
portion of the Orissa Coast Canal, the Nadia Rivers, and the Gaighatta and 
Baxi Khal. The only work of this*class for yprigation is the Eden Canal. 
The Utterbhag Lock which has been construeted in connection with the 
Magra’ Hat Drainage Scheme is treated as a minor work for navigation. 
Training works on the rivers Ganges, Bhagirathi, Dhaleswari and Buriganga 
are also classed under this head.” 

2. The capital outlay on the Major Works up to the end of March 1915 
amounted to Rs. 1,11,08,615.. The works constructed for this outlay comprise 
two weirs, at Midnapore and Panchkura, and 98°75 miles of main and branch 
canals; of which 69°75 miles provide for both irrigation and navigation, and 
29 miles for navigation only ; there are in addition 254} miles of distri- 
butaries. During the year under review no addition was made tothe length 
of the canals or the distributaries: 

3. ‘The total receipts from the Major Works amounted to Rs. 253,369 
and the working expenses to Ry 2,65,591, the net result being a deficit of 
Rs. 13,222 against a similar deficit of Rs, 62 .780 in the preceding year. This 

© deficit is made up of the difference between a het revenue of Rs. 85,283) on 

« the Midnapore Canal and a net loss of Rs. 98, 506 on the Hijili Tidal Canal. 

* This loss is due both to a falling off in traffic and to the heavy expenditure 

incurred on silt. clearance. he general revenues of these ¢anals, which 

depend considerably upon receipts from navigation, have suffered of late years. 
from railway competition. 

4. The area irrigated during the year was 78,310 acres as compared 
with 81,283 acres in 1913-14, and an average of 81,072 acres for the 
triennium ending March 1914. The demand for water was moderate. 

5. The capital outlay on canals classed as Minor Works and Navigation 
was Rs. 7,153,393 during the year and Rs. 1,25,12,842 to the end of the year. 
The receipts for the year amounted to Rs. 4,29,591 and the working expenses 
VORs. 8,42,859. The financial results of the year and the capital expenditure © 
to date are exhibited in the following statement :— 
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6. The Galentta and Eastere Canals form 2 series of” navigable 
channels, mostly natural but partly artificial, by which communication is 

maintained between Calcutta and eHastern Bengal, The receipts from 

navigation tolls amounted to Rs. 3,00,611 as compared with Rs. 3,52,403 in 

the preceding year. ‘The decrease is chiefly due to depression iv trade and a 

falling off in the imports of jute. The capital outlay incurred during the year 

was principally on the purchase of the dredger Alexandra from the Eastern 

Bengal State Railway authorities. 4 

7. The capital expenditure during the year on the Madaripur Bhil 
Channel which connects the Madhumati and Kumar rivers in the district. of 
Faridpur was incurred on (1) dredging the Lower Kumay river and, 
(2) cortstructing an embankment with sluices along the south bank of the 
channel. Thg total capital outlay to the end of the year amounted fo 
Rs. 33,80,445 against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 34,32,491, The receipts 
and working expenses (direct and indirect) during the year were, respectively, 
Rs. 67,881 and Rs. 2.24,698 as against Rs, 89,332 and Rs, 1,18,976 in the 
year 1913-14. The decrease in receipts is due to the silting up of the 
western approaches at Manikdal ard in the Loop channel, where about two 
miles were completely silted tl dislocating the trafic for some months, 
"To remedy this an embankment with sluices is being constructed’ on the 
south side of the-channel, so that the entrance may be flushed with water 
from the northern bhil as soon the Madhumati river commences to fall. 
‘The increase in working expenses 18 chiefly on account of heavy expenditure 
incurred in dredging the Manikdah entrance channel 

8. ‘The work in the Nadia Rivers’ consists in*the training of the river 
channels by baadale with the twofold.object of maintaining by the scouring of 
shoals a sufficient depth of water for boat trafic and at the same time improv- 
ing the sanitation the country. The formef object. is only partially 
attained, but the work doge is of use, however, in the Interests of sanitation. 
Major F.C. Hirst 1. a., Director of Surveys, Bengal and,Assam, was placed 
on special duty during the year to éhquire into the’ condition of the upper 
Hooghly and its feeder rivers. JHe has submftted an exhaustive report 
on the subject, and a committee will be appointed to advise as to the action 
to be taken to maintain and improve the efficiency of the rivers in the 
interests of navigation, sanitation and drainage. ‘Ibe receipts and working 
expenses of the Nadia Rivers were Rs. 16,371 and Rs. 1,05,515, respectively, 
as against Rs. 24,828 and Rs. 1,40,060, respoctively, in the preceding year, 
‘The decrease in, receipts 18 dua chiefly to a falling off in the number of 
steamers and flats plying on the rivers on account of extensions of railway 
lines on both sides of the Bhagirathi, also to the shallowness of the rivers 
which do not allow of through traffic except during the rains. With the 
growth of railway lines on either bank of the Bhagirathi it is not likely that 
the revenue from these rivers will materially improve, even if the channels 
be kept open for through traffic throughout the year. 

. 9 The Gaighatta and Baxi Khal, a short channel connecting the 
rivers Damodar and Rupnarain, was maintained during the year at an annual 
cost of Rs, 311 against Rs. 298 of the previous year. The collection of 
tolls and fishing rights has bean leased out for three years from 1913-14 at 
Rs. 4.025 per annum, 

10. The Eden Canal was originally constructed for sanitary reasons, 
but it is now used to some extent for irrigation. It was worked during the 
year at a loss of Rs. 48,476 resulting from a decrease in receipts and 
an increase in expenditure. The decrease in receipts was partly, due 
to failure of crops on account of short supply of water in the Damodar 
river and partly, to the non-renewal of lapsed leases on account of the 
uncertaifity of the supply of water, under present conditions, at the head 
sluice. ,To remedy this a new supply channel with a sluice and stop dam 
is being constructed at Jhanpurywhich also accounts for the increase in 
expenditure. A scheme for a weir and canal from the Damodar riyer has 
been submitted to the Government of dndia for their consideration. : 

11. The Utterbhag Lock, which has been constructed on the Peale 
river to give access the channels constructed under the Magra Hat, 
Draipage Scheme to boats coming from the Sundarbans and Eastern rivers, 
‘was opened for traffic at the later pari of the year. 
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12." Training works wore. as usual, carried out in ‘the Buriganga 
aud Dhaleswari rivers to facilitate navigation and to improve the water- 
supply of the town of Dacca. Trainifig works were also carried out on the 
river Ganges between Digha and Damukdia. ‘I'wenty-one shoals were 
trained, of which 4 were in Bengal, the remaining 17 being in the province 
of Bihar and Orissa. ' It has since been decided ‘that in fature the conser- 
vancy of that portion only of the Ganges which lies in Bengal proper, ée., 
from Rajmahal to Damukdia, will be @arried out under the orders of this 
Government. To improve grea as well as the sanitary conditions 
and water-snpply of the town of Ramipur-Boalia training works were carried 
out on the inner channel of the river Ganges. A dredger was also chartered 
from the Steamer Companies for the purpose. At the mouth of the 
nagirathi river, at its offtake from the Ganges, dredging aod bandalling 
operations were carried out during the year to improve sanitary conditions 
by an increased flow in the river. ‘The operations, however; were not 
successful owing to several adverse circumstances. hah. « 

13. The Irrigation Department during the year was in charge of 
‘Lievtenant-Colunel (now Brigadier-General) A.C. Del. Joly de Lotbiniére, 
RE., €.8,1., C.1.E., up to 8th December 1914, when he reverted to military duty; 
since then Mr. F. A. A. Cowley has been in charge. The thanks of Govern- 
ment are due_to both these officers and to Mr. C. Addams-Williams, Superin- 
tending Engineer, South-Western Ciréle, for the efficient conduct of the affairs 
of the department during the year. ~

‘Taw Report on the working of Co-operative Socivticn iu Beugal for the year 1914-16, 


Rar Jamixt Mowan Mirra Bananor, who has now completed his 3rd 
year in tho post of Registrar, was in charge of the Department ‘throughout 
the year ending the 80th June 1915. The report contains an interesting 
survey of the position of the co-operative movement in Bengal and of the 
problems conffonting it. The number of Societies of all kinds inetenstd 
during the year from 1,661 to 1,992, the numberof members from 90,828 60 
107,118, and the working capital from Rs. 89,38,265 to Rs. 1,10,01,617, As 
judged by figures the pfogress was less rapid’ than in the previous year, a 
feature which is sufficiently explained by the abnormal circumstances of the 
year. and by the fact that attention was largely eoncentrated on the removal 
of defects. 

2. Thé outbreak of the war was followed by a sudden fall in the price 
of jute which upset the expectations of a large proportion of the cultivators 
in Bengal and was the oceasion of much immediate distress and of anxiety 
as regards the future; this anxiety showed itself in.the abnormal with- 
drawals of Savings Bank deposits and in the reluctance of money- 
lenders to advance money to their clients, The co-operative movement 
was put toa severe test in facing this critical situation and the Governor in 
Council would draw attention to the light which this report throws on the 
ability of the Societies to weather the storm. 

The Registrar claims that the crisis was met and faced with success, 
and His Excellency in Council is satisfied that the facts confirm this con- 
clusion, Though the inerease of working capital was small as compared with 
that of last year and withdrawals were heavy, the combined deposits rose 
by Rs. 8,88,727. 

The amount overdue from Societies to Central Banks rose from 
Rs. 44,000 at the end of last year to Rs. 1,85,465 at the end of the year under 
report, and the amount overdue from members to Agricultural Societies rose 
from 3¥ lakhs to 134 lakhs. The Societies repaid 24 lakhs out of 40} lakhs 
outstanding compared with 5 lakhs out of 35% lakhs last year, and the 
Societies recovered 7 lakhs out of 55 lakhs outstanding against members 
compared with J1 lakhs out of 40} lakhs in 1913-14. The Governor in 
Council recognizes that in a normal year these results would be very 
discouragjng, but Raving regard to the difficulty which was experienced by 
money-lenders and rent-collectors in recovering their dues in the past year 
and to the well-known reeuperative powers of the agriculturists of this 
Presidency, he considers that ee aad have amerged successfully from 
a difficult situation and that they may gonfidently expect to find themselves 
in a much better position at the end of another year. The Governor in 
Council notices with satisfaction that the Central Banks exercised caution in 














giving loang during this eritical period, and though he desires that no efforts =) 
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shall be relaxed in insisting on punctual payment of loans now that conditions 
have improyed, he approves of the policy adopted during. the past year of 
granting extension in cases Of real peda? while congratulating the 
Central Banks on the assistance which their credit with the public has 
enabled them to bring to the agriculturists of the Presidepey during a time of 
stress, he reminds them that the confidence of the public is the only basis of 
their strength, and that every endegy our must be made to retain that 
confidence. c be 

3. The Report gives particulars of areas in which the principles of 
co-operation have not been assignilated, and of the defects which are 
commonly found in Societies. During the year special attention was paid to 


these defects, and it is right that they should be brought promineritly to 


notice with a view to their removal. It is necessary that the Sovieties which 
are incapable of improvement should be closed, and that the time of the staff 
should not be unduly expended in trying to remedy the defects of those who 
will not help themselves. ‘ 

The Registrar refers to instances in which members of Managing Com- 
mittees have exploited Societies for their own benefit while the illiterate 
members looked on with apathy: the Governor in Council agrees with the 
Registrar that these evils can only be finally overcome by the growth of 
corporate feeling , but until the members of Societies have learnt by exerting 
themselves to. check abuses constant vigilance of the inspecting staff will be 
required. 

4. The inereased number of Societies and the need for giving special 
attention to the defects which have been observed have combined to add to 
the burden of the controlling staff, and the aceounts of 200 Societies were not 
audited during the year though they were audited after the close of the year. 
The Governor in Council fully recognizes the necessity of complete and 
regular audit and the subject of increasing the staf? is under consideration. 
It will probably be found undesirable to appoint auditors on initial pay of less 
than Rs. 100, as it is essential to maintain a high standard of audit. The 
question of levying audit fees in accordance with the provisions of section 
48 (2) (A) of the Co-operative Societies Act. is also being considered. 

5, The number of Central Banks has risen from 33 to 38, and their 
working capital has risen from 32 to 40 lakhs, of which 27 lakhs are deposits 
by non-members. The attention of the Registrar was drawn last year to the 
necessity of increasing the reserve funds in view of the dependence of the 
banks on deposits : the increase in reserve funds has been from Rs. 35,658 to 
Rs. 75,072, and though the amount is still low the improvement is substantial 
in view of the unfavourable circumstances of the year. It is reported that 
the .Central Banks show general progress towards efficiency and that the 
Directors as a rule take an intelligent interest. The Registrar considers that 
with the inerease of work there is need for the appointment of more whole- 
time Secretaries on adequate pay. The Governor in Council trusts thav 
the appointment of paid officers will not be accompanied by any relaxation, in 
the interest taken by the other Directors. 

6. The scheme for a Provincial Bank was further discussed by an 
influential Committee in February 1915 and the draft bye-laws were amended, 
In viow of the financial situation it has not been thought desirable to attempt 
to inaugurate a Provincial Bank at this time, but the schome is being further 
considered in the light of the recommendations of the Committee on Co- 
operation, The year’s experience has emphasised the need for an apex 
bank for the purpose of financing Central Banks and maintaining a cash 
reserve. 

7. The conditions have not been suitable for opening new Agricultural 
Societies, and the number has increased from 1,543 to 1,862, of which 1,582 
are affiliated to Central Banks. While the large percentage of capital contri- 
buted by Central Banks is an indication’ of the confidence. of the general 
public, the Registrar rightly remarks that the position is not altogether. satis- 
factory from a co-operative point of vidw. The amount of members’ deposits 
Rs. 4,91,218 is almost the same as in the previous year, and in view of the 

“ goneral indebtedness of the members and of the eonditions of the year it isa

with less than one-rixth in the previous year. ‘The report shows that greater 
attention is being jaid to fixing the ae of loans on a ¢onsideration, of the 
tirpose of the loans the Governor in Council agrees with tbe Regatta Shab 
punctuality in payment depends iateely on fixing instalments intelligently 
and desires that this subject shall tontinue to receive careful attention. 
There is further evidence of the benefits of co-operation in encourag- 


‘ing the settlement of dixputes by arbitration wnd the desire for education. 


‘There has been a sinall increase in the nuyiber of non-agricultural sovieties : 
a satisfactory feature is the extent to which they attract deposits by mem= 
bers, but'the po-operative standard is reported not to be high : there is a lack 
of mutual knowledge among the members and a tendency to leave the 
management in the hands of one man. 

8 ‘The year was not a favourable one for opening societies of new forms 
and littl® progress has been made in Weavers’ Societies. The Co-operative 


Society at Lakhikhol in Faridpur district took advantage of the rise in the 


ice of sugar and started a sugar factory with satisfactory results, and the 
Giesnsnulagh Supply Society purctiased bone-meal and potato see 1 for distri- 





bution among its members, ‘There has been progress in combined action, 


between the Agricultural and Co-operative Departments in introducing agri- 
cultural improvements, and the Governor in Council looks tosuch combination 
as the most hopefal method of diffasing knowledge of the results obtained 
by the Agricultural Department. ‘ 

9. The rede has noticed the inability of certain Societies to execute 
decrees against members on account of the refusal of landlords to permit tle 
sale of their holdings. ‘This difficulty and the difficulty in obtaining the 
advantage ‘of priority over another ¢laimant in accordance with section 19 of 
the Co-operative Societie® Act are engaging the‘attention of the Governor in 
Council. 

10. . The Governor in Council congratulatese Rai Jamini Mohan Mitra 
Bahadur on the results of the year’s work and particularly on the success 
with which the unusual difficulties of the year have been met. His report 
shows a sympathetic understanding of the virtues as well as the shortcomings 
of the agriculturists of Bengal and a businesslike appreciation of the prob- 
lems with which he has to deal. His Excellency in Council has much 
pleasure in acknowledging the increasing interest which is being taken in the 
co-operative movement by his officers and by non-official members of the 

ublic, and offers his hearty thanks to those who have been mentioned in the 
egistrar’s, report.

Cheracter of the Season.—The rainfall at sowing time was in defect 
of the normal ; but, on the whole, it was sufficient excepting in some districts 
of the Burdwan Division and in a few places in Eastern Bengal. The 
sdwings generally commenced in the normal. time. Subsequertly, however, 
insufficient rainfall interfered with the growth of the erop and affected the 
outturn, considerably. The season, on the whole, has not been altogether 
favourable to the erop. 

Acreage.—The total area cultivated with the crop as estimated by the 
District Officers is 53,900 acres this year against 62,200 acres last year. ‘The 
decrease oceurred chiefly in Midnapore and Dacca owing to contraction of 
cultivation in the former and to high floods at sowing time in the lAtter. 

utturn.—According to the estimates of the District Officers, the outturn 
of the crop for the Province works out to 78 per eent. of the normal against 
80 per cent. last year. Taking thé normal yield per acre to be 4¢ maunds, 
the gross yield for the Province is estimated at 6,600 tons against. 7.800 tons 
last year, or a decrease of about 15°4 per cent.
